Audience Enjoys Merry Comedy 
By Amateur Actors 


The Newton Dramatic Club gave on 
March 26th a merry comedy, "Whose 
Bride," which was full of clever sit- 
uations and mystery suspense and 
which kept the large audience in 
laughter from beginning to end. The 
two bachelors, Messrs. Griffin and 
Pieper, were confronted with the sud- 
den appearance in their apartment of 
Marie Duquesne (Narclssa Varney) 
who burst on their amazed vision in a 
long white satin wedding gown with 
exquisite Brussels wedding veil and 
carrying a huge bridal bouquet of 
lilies of the valley and orchids. She 
had fled on the roofs from the altar 
and bogged protection for a few days 
from the irate bridegroom.

(Mrs. Railsback), and the butler 
James (Don Cummins), were beyond 
suspic on as they so carefully safe- 
guarded the interests of the house. 
When in the last act the butler with 
his pistol leveled on Marie proposed 
to her as she covered him with her 
pistol the conjefctures of the audi- 
ence as to the criminal went all awry. 
Marie as detective suddenly admits 
the inspector and at final curtain the 
romance which had begun when the 
younger bachelor first saw her was 
consummated. 

The cast was cleverly selected for 
its ability. Mrs. Railsback, always a 
finished actress, gave an excellent 
impersonation of Miss Travers. Miss 
Varney carried the audience with her 
as she gave to her part first charm 
and magnetism and then fell into a 
crook’s lingo and actions, finally re- 
turning to her true part of charm. 
Mr. Edward Griffin, always a favorite 
with Newton audiences, was irresisti- 
ble as the crotchety Mortimer, who 
finally unfolds to romantic benevo- 
lence under the steady attack of the 
designing Marie. Robert Pieper was 
excellent as the younger brother in an 
exacting role. Don Cummins, as 
suave butler and crook elicited ap- 
plause, and the work of Messrs. Wil- 
bur, Swail, Locke and Allen was 
heartily approved by the audience. 
The play was coached by Mrs. Ev- 
erett W. Varney, who gave a finish 
and perfection to a difficult task.

Welfare Clothing 

Chest Meets Demands 

Closed After Three Months Work 
On Unemployment Belief 


The Clothing Chest which the New- 
ton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
maintained in rooms provided by the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee and in co- 
operation with the Newton Welfare 
Bureau was closed on March 13th after 
having been in operation on five after- 
noons of every week since December 
15th. The heavy demands for winter 
clothing for Newton’s needy citizens 
huve been met, pressure on the staff 
of the Bureau is less and the time 
has come when the distribution of 
clothing can be better and more un- 
obtrusively done by the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau as it has been done for 
so many years. 

During the three months of the op- 
eration of the Clothing Chest, clothing 
was given to 316 families, some of 
them 3, 4 and even 5 different times. 
Over 10,000 articles of clothing were 
given out by the 75 women who at 
different times worked there. $2200 
was spent in new clothing by the May- 
or’s Relief Committee which was, of 
course, included in the 10,000 and over. 

The Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs wishes to thank the many club 
women who put their time and 
strength, patience and good will into 
the tasks of collecting, sorting and 
distributing so many hundreds of gar- 
ments. It also thanks the general 
public who have given it coats and 
suits, dresses and hats, shoes and un- 
derwear in great quantity and often of 
high quality. Acting merely as middle- 
man, the Federation has helped in 
this way to maintain the morale of the 
working men and women and to send 
the children to school. 

However, many many of the 316 
families are still in arrears for rent, 
for fuel and for food and will continue 
to need help in the way of clothing for 
spring and summer. As the house 
wife puts away winter garments and 
takes out those of light weight let her 
not forget this need but send every 
thing that the children have outgrown 
or that she and her husband can 
spare to the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
12 Austin St.. Newtonville. The old 
friends of the Bureau can be depended 
upon and the many new ones it has 
made by its fine work this winter will 
want to continue their support of it.

Professor Ernst 
Hermann is to speak on "Vacation 
Schools without Books," representing 
the playground directors of the state, 
and Professor Gordon B. Wilkes is on 
one of the luncheon meeting programs. 
Several Newton clubs are sending del- 
egates to the conference, which will 
be addressed by Governor Joseph B. 
Ely and several experts in highway 
and industrial accident problems.

Students of the Newton High school 
were among the leaders of the public 
and private schools both in this coun- 
try and abroad in obtaining high rat- 
ings in the College Entrance Exam- 
inations held last June. 

Robert Kengott, Newton High '30, 
and now a member of the freshman 
class at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, received a mark of 99% 
in Plane Trigonometry. This was the 
highest mark received by any of the 
1900 students taking this examination. 
Herbert Walley, a junior at Newton 
High school but a sophomore when he 
took the examination, was one of three 
students who received a rating of 
90% in Botany, the highest among 
ninety-six candidates throughout the 
country. Incidentally this Is the sec- 
ond year Newton High has had a stu- 
dent making the highest rating in 
this study. 

These individual records are un- 
usually outstanding in that they are 
the best records from the 1959 schools, 
public and private, representing 23,478 
students and 72,337 different College 
Board Examinations taken last June. 
These examinations are recognized as 
the highest entrance standards in the 
country. 

The Newton High School was also 
first among all the public schools in 
cities of its size or smaller in the 
number prepared for these examina- 
tions. Only two public high schools 
in the country out of a total of 1115 
have sent more students to college 
through these examinations. These 
two schools, Boston Public Latin and 
New Haven High School, are located 
in cities considerably larger than is 
Newton. 

Of the twenty-five Newton High 
graduates who entered college through 
the College Board Examinations sev 
enteen entered with honor grades and 
all candidates passed 96% of the ex- 
aminations taken. The record for the 
country was 69%. These students en- 
tered the following colleges: Vassar 
2. Mount Holyoke 6. Radcliffe 5. 
Wheaton 1, Wellesley 6. Smith 3. Con- 
necticut 1. and Brown 1. 

The highest individual records of 
candidates who took three or more ex- 
aminations were: 

First. Robert Kengott ’30. winner of 
the Meserve Scholarship — English 
Cp. 70. Math D 94. Math E 99. Phys- 
ics 89. average 88%. 

Second. Harrison Carlson ’30 — English 
Cp. 70. French B 82, Math D 97, 
Math E 88, Physics 92, Average 
85.8%. 

Third. Richard Jarrell ’31 — French 
Cp. 3 75. Math A 82, Math C 99. Av- 
erage 85.3%. 

Fourth. Helen Brooks ’30 — English 8 
80. History D 83. Lat. Cp. 3 94. 
French B 80, Physics 78. Average 
83%. 

Fifth. Lois Stafford ’31— History A S7, 
Lat. Cp. 3 SO. Math A 81. Math C 75. 
Average 80.75%.

Unemployment Relief 
For 300 Workers Ends 

Committee To Continue To Function 
And Form Plans 


Tuesday, March 31st terminated the 
employment afforded to nearly 300 
men during the winter months 
through the medium of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee. At the request of 
the Mayor the Board of Aldermen had 
appropriated over $100,000 for work 
on playgrounds, at the water reserva- 
tion and for other purposes. Consid- 
erable money was also donated by in- 
dividuals and organizations to relieve 
persons In want because of the long 
continued depression. It is the hope 
of the Mayor that business conditions 
will improve and that the men as- 
sisted through the Relief Committee 
will be able to obtain employment 
through private sources. 

The Relief Committee will continue 
to function and will keep up its ac- 
tivities through the coming months 
at its office, 1351 Washington street. 
West Newton. The Chairman of the 
Committee. Leon B. Rogers will be 
at the office on certain days of each 
week and the secretary, Harold F. 
Young, will give a portion of his time 
to the work. A regular force will 
be maintained at the office and resi- 
dents *of Newton are urgently re- 
quested to call upon the office when- 
ever they have work to be done. Men 
are available for work of any type. 
The office telephone is West New- 
ton 2700 

Mayor Weeks has appointed a spe- 
cial committee to formulate plans to 
permanently assist persons in this 
city seeking employment. Leon B. 
Rogers has been designated chairman 
and other members of this committee 
are Elliott B. Church of the New- 
ton School Committee, Roy V. Collins, 
president of the Board of Aldermen; 
Rev. Timothy Curtin of Sacred Heart 
Church. Newton Centre; Ruth Chapin, 
secretary of the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau. This committee will make a 
study of the consolidation of all chari- 
table activities in the city, the es- 
tablishment of an employment bureau 
and the reorganization of Soldiers Re- 
lief work. 


WALTHAM UNION GETS CONTROL 
OF NEWTON 


Waltham Local. International Ma- 
son Tenders.

The Boston local refused 
to allow members of the Waltham lo- 
cal obtain employment on this job 
because the jurisdiction of the latter 
local only included that part of New- 
ton west of Walnut street. Most of 
the union laborers in the Newtons 
are members of the Waltham local.

George Kraber and Tommy Rhodes 
are the leading pitchers although rec- 
ognition must he given Jimmy Mac- 
Adams and Phil Giles. Kraber pitched 
several victories last year and with 
these to give him confidence should 
add to his list this season. He has 
lots of stufT on the hall and has con- 
trol of it but is npt to lose confidence 
in his own ability when runners are 
on base or the situation becomes crit- 
ical. 

Unquestionably he lias the ability to 
pitch himself out of difficulty but 
seems to have the unhappy faculty of 
letting it get the best of him. Tommy 
Rhodes went like a house afire last 
year at times while only a freshman.

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MORAL DELINQUENCY 

During the past few weeks rumors have been circulating 
about the city regarding moral delinquency among pupils of 
the Newton High school. Like all rumors the further they 
go the more exaggerated they become. Having once been a 
Newton High School pupil we rise to the defence of the 
present student body which we believe has similar principles 
and ideals to those of ten, twenty, thirty or more years ago. 

At the present time over twenty-five hundred pupils, ap- 
proximately equally divided between boys and girls, are en- 
rolled in the high schools. Naturally it would be impossible 
for anyone, even a school official, to state that there was no 
moral lapse on the part of one or more of this number. It 
is just as impossible to give credence to the various ex- 
aggerated reports. The one case called for investigation 
upon the part of school authorities has not been established 
as definite. During the past seven years there has been but 
one other such incident which, as a matter of fact, was not 
traceable to school conditions. 

Among educators it is believed that the public schools of 
Newton are not excelled anywhere. This fact is responsible 
for Newton’s high scholastic ranking, which we have com- 
mented upon in the past. Such a standard certainly could 
not be maintained over a period of years with the moral 
conduct of the pupils below par. Neither would there be 
the opportunity for immoral conditions to prevail with one 
teachers to every twenty-three or twenty-four pupils, as Super- 
intendent Wheeler states. We unhesitatingly express our 
belief that moral conditions at Newton High school are as 
excellent as in any other city or town. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY 

When the subject of the previous editorial is discussed it 
is well to keep in mind two of the most important factors. 
Today school enrollment is far greater than in past gen- 
erations and yet, we believe, the standard of morality is 
proportionately as high. Today many of the pupils of high 
school age operate their own automobiles, witness certain 
types of motion pictures and are otherwise freed from parent- 
al restraint by comparison with their ancestors. They have 
more opportunity to meet and are more frank and plain 
spoken, yet are not necessarily any the worse. 

They are under the supervision of their school teachers 
but little more than five hours on five days of the week. 
With these things in mind it is difficult to understand why 
the school is charged with the responsibility of moral de- 
linquency. In maintaining a high standard of morality the 
school needs the co-operation of the parents for in the final 
analysis the larger measure of responsibility lies with the 
parents in knowing to some degree at least what use is made 
of the hours after school is over. 


IMPORTANT HEARINGS 

Considerable interest is being manifested in three of the 
public hearings to be held by the Board of Aldermen at its 
regular meeting next Monday evening. One of the subjects 
to be discussed is the advisability of making Washington 
Park, Newtonville, a one-way street between Park Place 
and Walnut street. The restriction would be to prohibit 
traffic from turning into Washington Park from Walnut 
street. A second hearing on the subject of traffic will be 
held on the proposal to make Crescent Ave., Newton Centre, 
a one-way street between Beacon St. and Norwood Ave., with 
traffic being prohibited from coming out onto Beacon street. 
The third important hearing is the result of agitation of 
residents of the Newton Corner section in the vicinity of the 
Boston Elevated car tracks who seek alleviation of the noise 
made by the cars now in use on all-night runs. 

CONCLUSIVE~EVIDENCE 

We do not need to comment again on the high scholastic 
ranking of Newton High school students, but we would call 
the attention of every reader to the first page article on the 
results of the college entrance examinations last June. Such 
results are conclusive evidence of Newton being a good 
place in which to live that the children may attend the 
Newton schools.

The fate of the general appropria- 
tion bill, commonly known ns the 
State budget, is to be determined next 
week. Governor Ely is not satisfied 
with the roport of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House which 
has fnlled to include in the general 
appropriation bill items for building 
construction which the Governor de- 
sired. The committee declares that 
it hns nllowed to remain In the bill 
items providing for essential building 
and has cut out those which may well 
he postponed. The bond issue favored 
by tlie Governor has been discarded 
by the committee which has also pro- 
vided for an increase of $1,000,000 in 
the State tax. The whole matter now 
appears to be in a chnotlc state, but 
it would not be surprising if some 
agreement was reached between the 
Governor and the Ways and Means 
Committee whereby a clash would be 
avoided. Although the public may not 
be stirred to any great extent by the 
situation it is the main topic of dis- 
cussion among legislators. There will 
be lively doings next week in any 
event. 

The State Department of Public 
Works has resumed the monthly pub- 
lication of the road map and detour 
bulletin which reveals conditions on 
through routes in the State. The 
April bulletin is now available and 
may be obtained on application at the 
State House unless you are fortunate 
enough to secure one through your 
locnl Senator or Representative. 

The Attorney General has ruled 
against a referendum on the increase 
of one cent in the gasoline tax. He 
finds that it is not a measure that 
may be submitted to the voters. In 
consequence opponents have taken the 
matter to the Supreme Court. The 
increase begins May 1 when the tax 
will be advanced from two to three 
cents a gallon. 

The bill to place employers of 
domestic servants under the State la- 
bor laws was killed in the Senate. 
The bill is introduced regularly each 
year and almost always passes the 
lower branch and is rejected in the 
upper. The same thing happend this 
year. Argument was offered by 
friends or the bill that domestic ser- 
vants should be entitled to the same 
protection of the State’s labor laws 
as are those employed in other pur- 
suits. Newton’s legislators in both 
branches were against the bill. 

Among the bills rejected this week 
by both branches were the follow- 
ing: that members of the State Po- 
lice Patrol be required to take civil 
service examinations: that persons ap- 
pointed special police officers be re- 
quired to take the same examinations 
as regular police officers: that provi- 
sion be made for recording in the 
registry of deeds the names and ad- 
dresses of sureties on notes secured 
by mortgagees of real estate: that 
cities and towns be authorized to ap- 
propriate money to provide employ- 
ment during periods of general busi- 
ness depression: and to increase the 
membership of State Industrial Acci- 
dent Board from five to seven and 
providing that two members of the 
hoard shall be representatives of la- 
bor. 

The “five day week’’ proposal of tho 
Commonwealth Service Association 
has been rejected by both branches. 
This would have extended the hours 
during which State House offices are 
opened by 30 minutes on all week- 
days except Saturday. On Saturday 
the offices would be closed all day. 
The petitioners argued that the extra 
time employes worked on the other 
days would offset the extra time off 
Saturday. Apparently the Legislature 
reason that Massachusetts Is not yet 
ready for a five day week for its 
employes. 

A final attempt was made without 
success in the Senate to kill the bill 
lengthening by one hour the time on 
Sunday afternoons during which 
sports may be played. The principal 
petititoners were those who want to 
see double-header baseball games 
Sunday afternoons which the present 
law does not allow for the reason 
that it is almost impossible to play 
two games between 2 and 6 p. m. The 
legislation passed this week means 
that games may be played from 1:30 
to 6:30 which permits of double-head- 
ers. Tho playing of games is allowed 
on Sundays only in such cities and 
towns as have accepted the act by 
referendum. Newton is one of these. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to pass legislation creating a medi- 
cal research hoard in the State De- 
partment of Health but the Senate 
voted against it, 17 to 6. 

There is pending in the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House a 
recommendation of Governor Ely that 
a sum not exceeding $10,000 he ap- 
propriated out of current revenue to 
be expended under the direction of 
the Governor for a proper representa- 
tion of the commonwealth at the 
Yorktown Sesquicentennial celebra- 
tion of the surrender of the British 
army under Lord Cornwallis to the 
American Army under General Wash- 
ington. 

The much discussed legislation for 
the improvement of the Charles River 
basin for recreational and other pur- 
poses has been enacted. Before final 
action was taken an emergency pre- 
amble was attached which makes it 
possible that an early start he made 
on the extensive program of work.

Along Tremont street. Newton, yes- 
terday were newspapers and other 
debris scattered by the wind. This 
rubbish, blown from barrels and 
boxes, had scattered over neighboring 
lawns and certainly did not Improve 
the appearance of the section. Such 
a sight is frequently seen in this city 
and can he attributed to careless per- 
sons who put out waste paper without 
taking any precaution to keep It from 
being blown out of containers. 


The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion has had a crew of men trans- 
planting hundreds of trees along 
Charles River Parkway between New- 
ton and Faneuil. This expensive job 
is made necessary because the huge 
60-inch water main to be laid this 
summer through this city from West 
Newton to the Boston line will fol 
low the parkway along the edge of the 
roadway where the trees formerly 
were located. 


The new bath house at the Charles 
River between Newton and Faneuil 
brings hack memories to the old boys 
who went "swlmmin* ’’ down at the 
marsh when the Charles was a tidal 
stream up to the paper-mill dam at 
Watertown. The flood tide would 
bring up the gore from the Brighton 
abattoir, and the ebb tide would bring 
down films of tar from the gas works 
at Watertown: said tar frequently 
giving a sticky coat to some unfor- 
tunate kid who would then have a 
job scrapping it off. Despite these 
drawbacks, the water in the Charles 
in the old days was probably purer 
than it Is during summer seasons 
now. The tides surely flushed out the 
river. There is so little flow of water 
in it during the summer months that 
the refuse from upstream gets into 
the basin below the Watertown dam 
and certainly does not make the water 
In the basin any purer. 


The Massachusetts Association of 
Boards of Health, of which Dr. Fran- 
cis G. Curtis of the Newton Board of 
Health is president, has started an 
investigation in an attempt to lessen 
the menace of rabies in Massachu- 
setts. The menace of rabies in this 
State could be materially lessened if 
police of cities and towns would en- 
force the law relative to dogs being 
licensed and wearing a collar bearing 
the name and address of the owner.

Plans have been prepared for a wire 
fence around Boyd Park and it is ex- 
pected that bids will be asked for 
within a week.

And as 
the grass is about to start growing 
and the Mayor will leave on an ex- 
tended trip next month, his recom- 
mendation for the Boyd Park fence 
should come before the Aldermen 
next Monday night, or at the follow- 
ing meeting. Boyd Park, graded, 
grassed over and properly protected 
from marauders, should develop into 
one of the most largely patronized 
playgrounds In this city. It is located 
In the midst of a thickly settled dis- 
trict and was not popular before the 
brook was covered because of the 
danger the open stream presented to 
small children. 


creases the legal speed at which au- 
tomobiles can be driven. Senator 
Hollis of Newton opposed this bill, 
calling attention to the 800 persons 
killed by automobiles in Massachu 
setts last year, largely due to speed- 
ing.

Talking of Laundry Brook. There 
is still an open section of this wa 
terway along Jackson road, the cov 
ering of which has been asked for by 
persons residing nearby for several 
years, a year ago last summer a 
break occurred in a sanitary sewer 
on Washington street, opposite the 
coal yard, and for weeks sewage was 
flowing into the conduit only a couple 
of hundred yards above where the 
open brook emerged at Jackson road. 
The odor of the brook, polluted in hot 
weather, can be imagined. Nor was 
the menace to health slight. The 
biofk is -till ih>i fin' from pollution. 
For years an overflow pipe from a 
cesspool connected with a large resi- 
dence on Centro street has emptied 
Into Edmunds Brook, which in turn 
flows into Laundry Brook. 

Some time ago a complaint was 
made to the Board of Health concern- 
ing this. Edmunds Brook flows 
through Edmunds Burk which Is being 
gradually developed by the Play- 
ground Department and which is fre- 
quented by many children in the 
Spring and Summer months. Children 
have been observed drinking wuter 
from Edmunds Brook and with the 
water of this little stream becoming 
almost stagnant in the hot months 
it is of vital importance that it be 
kept free from contamination by sew- 
age. Pipes from cesspools of houses 
on Exmoor road also emptied into Ed- 
munds Brook, near its source in the 
Ward street district ut Newton Cen- 
tre. These houses have been erected 
In the past few years. Laundry 
Brook and Edmunds Brook joined by 
the Cabot Park playground, and were 
open at this place until tho building 
of the new Cabot School a couple of 
yours ugo when they wore covered.

One of 
the big arguments against compul 
sory insurance is — that thousands of 
cars are being operated on highways 
on which registration has been re- 
voked and insurance cancelled, but 
whose registration plates have not 
been returned. This is some argu- 
ment. If the large force of the Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles, together with 
the thousands of policemen in Massa- 
chusetts cannot get possession of 
number plates from car owners whose 
registrations have been revoked, and 
if such individuals cannot be appre- 
hended and punished, something is 
radically wrong. With more and more 
persons being killed and maimed by 
automobiles in Massachusetts, what a 
glorious thing it would be to remove 
from the public the protection afford 
ed now by compulsory insurance. The 
much proposed demerit system where- 
by careless drivers would be punished 
would be about as practical as trying 
to fit a square peg in a round hole. 
The people of Massachusetts should 
insist on the retention of the Com- 
pulsory Insurance law and should also 
work to put a stop to the "fixing of 
cases” which allows speeders and 
other reckless uutoists to escape pun- 
ishment.

Blanks have 
been distributed, in accordance with 
the law which are supposed to be 
filled out by persons owning personal 
property. If these are not filled out 
and returned, the assessors may esti- 
mate tiie amount of personal property 
to be assessed. If the person assessed 
objects to the amount estimated, the 
assessors then, according to law, must 
add 50 per cent valuation to the 
amount given by those assessed. 
Lack of knowledge of this phase of 
the law has resulted in considerable 
indignation among some affected in 
the past, so the safe way is to file re- 
turns for personal property.

2, $550; mis- 
cellaneous. 4, $560. The permits by 
Wards for the first three months of 
1931 are — Ward 1, 21: Ward 2. 18; 
Ward 3. 2S; Ward 4. 12; Ward 5, 55; 
Ward 6. 34: Ward 7, 6. 

During the first three months of 
this year 174 permits valued at $1.- 
718,240 have been granted as com- 
pared with 190 permits valued at 
$937,055 for the corresponding period 
in 1930. Much of the increase in 
value this year is caused by the erec- 
tion of costly public buildings.

Graphic Ads Give Best Results 


Gazing out of tho window of the 
Boston & Albnny train that takes you 
to Boston, providing you’re a North 
Side commuter, you will see building 
construction in progress on tho hanks 
of the Charles river near the Newton 
line at Fnneuil. Possibly you have 
asked yourself and several other peo- 
ple what Is going on anyway. Maybe 
they’re building bathhouses and so 
forth, huh? 

Now let me tell you all about it. 
The Metropolitan District Commission 
is doing things that were authorized 
by the Legislature of 1930. By the 
way, our own fellow citizen, Mr. Edwin 
H. Rogers, is Director of the Parks 
Division of the commission and it is 
under his skilled and experienced hand 
that tlie work is engineered. You’ll 
admit that Mr. Rogers’ connection 
with tlie enterprise means that it will 
he done as it should be. 

Not only will the coming Summer 
witness the opening of bathhouses but 
there will he a strip of beach that will 
make the river at this point attractive 
to bathers. At present there is gravel 
piled up and ready to be placed on 
the banks of the river. Geographical- 
ly. by the way. the new strip of beach, 
estimated at about 200 feet in length, 
is in Fnneuil. But that doesn’t mean 
anything to the commission which re- 
gards its reservations as a whole and 
not ns part of this or that city or 
town. 

Then there will he another beacli in 
the vicinity of Soldiers Field and be- 
tween the Metropolitan trotting park 
and the river. Here also, a bathhouse 
is to he built. It will be similar to 
that which is going up at Faneuil. 
The plans for the two structures are 
practically identical. The buildings 
are to he built of concrete blocks and 
the total cost will be $10,000. Accom- 
modations are to be provided for men 
and women. 

Newton is going to find these bath- 
ing beaches, with their modern facili- 
ties for bathing, easily accessible. All 
one need do is to take the river boul- 
evard. reached through Charlesbank 
road or by way of the Jefferson Wil- 
liams-Maple streets combination, anti 
there you are. 


Some day you’re going to wake up 
and find there are only fifteen Con- 
gressmen in Massachusetts when you 
thought there were sixteen — that is. 
if you thought anything about it. I 
am sure there are people who are in- 
terested. I have heard them express 
their views and it has made me wonder 
why more people were not engaged in 
solving what really seems to be a gi- 
gantic puzzle — reducing the number of 
Massachusetts Congressmen by one 
and keeping everybody happy. Can 
it be done? I don’t know, but I have 
an idea there will he plenty of agita- 
tion before any sort of settlement is 
reached. 

A former member of the Legislature, 
whose opinio'n in these matters is high- 
ly regarded, has given me a written 
statement of his ideas. Whether you 
know much about the topic or not 
you’ll see how able and studious this 
man is. He says: 

“In the problem of redistricting the 
State into 16 Congressional districts, 
after determining the quota (15 in a 
total State population of 1,249.614) as 
2S3.307 inhabitants per district, four 
elements stand out with distinctness. 

“Suffolk, with 879.536. is entitled to 
three Congressmen (849,921) with 29,- 
615 surplus to go into another district 
(Revere has 35,680 and may be used 
for this). 

"The sixth district (Andrew) with 
only 230,996, lacks 52,311. These can 
lie taken only from the seventh dis- 
trict (Connery). As tlie seventli dis- 
trict, with only 237,951, is already 
short 45,356. this additional shortage 
will make the district short 97,667. 
These can he had only from among the 
towns on the South and West, such as 
Revere. Everett and Malden (Under- 
hill): Melrose and Wakefield < Dellin- 
ger): Reading. Wilmington. Andover 
and Methuen (Rogers) and towns ad- 
joining them. 

“The 16th district (Gifford) with 
only 257,070, lacks 26.230, and these 
can lie had only from the 15th district 
(Martin) and tlie 14th (Wiggles- 
worth). The 15th with only 224,448, 
already is 58,859 short and the 14th 
with 322.S85 (minus ward 18 of Bos- 
ton, if that is returned to Suffolk. 41,- 
152) 281.733 has hardly enough, so 
that taking from either will force 
them to extend into the 13th district 
(Luce). 

"The 1st district (Treadway) with 
only 250,1931 lacks 32,386. These can 
be taken from (he second district 
(Granfield). As this district with only 
292,066 has only 8.759 to spare, this 
means that 23.627 must he taken out 
of the third district (Foss). 

“After tills is done, what remains of 
Worcester. Middlesex and Norfolk 
counties may he divided among the 
districts now represented by Congress- 
men Holmes. Rogers. Luce, Dnliinger 
and Underbill and there will he pop- 
ulation only for four districts. One 
of these five Congressmen will be 
squeezed out.” 


It isn’t quite clear to me why I 
still find myself seated at the speak- 
ers’ table at dinner now and then. 


I had thought my stuff was pretty well 
known, hut there I was, only a few 
nightH ago, and It happened that an- 
other "old-timer’’ was sitting at my 
right. We were discussing, during the 
serving of the food, the choice of 
songs offered by the man in charge of 
the music. It was, we agreed, a laud- 
able attempt to get away from the 
poorer kind of popular stuff and pres- 
ent some favorites that possessed mu- 
sical merit. I don’t know how you 
personally are on this singing-as-you- 
eat stunt, but I feel that if it must be 
done let us have the best there is. 
Therefore, I am strongly in support of 
the man who tries to make the pro 
gram one to please all and yet truly 
musical. 

“You and I were at this after-dinner 
speaking stuff before the war,’’ said 
my friend the veteran orator as he 
passed me the olives. And without 
waiting for any admission from me he 
proceeded with, “Now I want to ask 
you if all this community singing has- 
n’t sprung up since the war?” 

"I don’t know but what it has,” I 
replied. 

"Well, try and think back,” he went 
on. “Men didn’t find it necessary to 
sing when they got together for a din- 
ner 15 years ago. They hired a quar- 
tet to do that for them, or they en- 
gaged one or two soloists to present 
songs as they sang. The music, what- 
ever it was, did not come from the 
diners. 

“Girls were expected to sing when 
they held dinners and meetings, be 
cause girls in those days were looked 
upon as more musical than men and 
therefore better qualified. There 
weren’t community choruses before 
the war, at least not to any extent. 
People had musical organizations but 
those who belonged were looked upon 
as knowing something about music. 
You didn’t expect to qualify unless 
you had made a study of music. We 
had glee clubs and choirs and so on 
hut there wasn’t much if any public 
•singing. 

"With the war we started communi 
ty singing and now we have singing 
at about every public gathering, with 
a specialist to direct and make peo- 
ple lift their voices. I think it a great 
idea and am ready to say that of the 
few good things that came out of the 
war this is one of them.” 


What suggestions have you for the 
observance next year of the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington? How would you like to see 
Massachusetts recognize this most 
important occasion? A beginning has 
been made in the appointment of a 
special commission, made up of repre- 
sentation Massachusetts citizens. They 
are prepared to arrange a dignified 
and fitting celebration. 

Naturally there must he some funds 
and this special commission desires 
an appropriation by the Legislature of 
$103,000 of which part would be ex 
pended tills year and part next year. 
According to the commission, which, 
by the way is known as the Massachu- 
setts George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission, this year’s work would 
consist largely of preparation. Next 
year, of course, the actual celebration 
events would take place. It is the 
beliet of the commission that the hold- 
ing of events should begin early in 
1932 and extend possibly to Thanks- 
giving. This would he in accordance 
with the general plan set forth by tho 
United States commission in charge 
of the country-wide celebration. It is 
proposed by the latter that each of the 
States shall have a commission. About 
half of the States have appointed 
them. Massachusetts among the ear 
Rest to do so, by tlie way. 

The Massachusetts commission was 
careful to acertain whether organiza 
tions and communities were sufficient 
l.v interested. Their study of the son 
timents of our citizens has satisfied 
them that there is a wide interest 
among the general public. On Mini 
basis the commission lias proceeded. 
It fools that it is justified in asking for 
funds. 

Quite properly, it is proposed that 
there shall he local committees formed 
in cities and towns. Among tlie places 
that have already taken action are 
Waltham, Worcester. Lowell, Lynn. 
Malden, Northampton, Southboro, Bill 
erica, Weymouth and Winchester. 
State-wide organizations have also dis 
played their intention of contributing 
money and efforts. It is not unlikely 
that instead of a centralized exposition 
a policy will be adopted of permitting 
each community to hold its own, with 
possibly some gathering in one or 
more places to which the entire State 
will lie invited. This will follow the 
plan of the Tercentenary observances 
of last year. 

Newton, I am sure, will do its part. 
The success of Newton’s Tercenten- 
ary pageant was unquestioned and 
there is no reason why the Washing- 
ton bicentennial should not he similar- 
ly celebrated. If tho same energy, 
thought and planning is applied for 
tlie coming observance it will be an- 
other event of which Newton will 
have every reason to be proud.

known for a number of years. They 
have been obliged to refuse so many 
requests for contributions to this and 
that worthy cause that they find them- 
selves automatically muttering, "Sor- 
ry. but I cannot help you.”

So he gave word that no more 
were to be admitted, put on his hat 
and coat and started out. In the out- 
side office a man approached him, but 
the other would not allow him to 
speak and shouted. “Not a cent, not a 
cent.’’ brushing his way to the ele- 
vator. 

It happened that the caller came 
there on a matter that meant money 


to the concern, but the secretary has- 
n’t told the boss vet because he still 
hopes to patch the thing up and get 
the customer’s order.

meals. This is, 
“Allow two 
servings of some 
vegetable other 
than potatoes each day; serve a 
leafy vegetable at least one? a 
day." 

Leafy vegetables of course In- 
clude Brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
spinach, lettuce, broccoli. In talk 
ing about the greater consump- 
tion of leafy vegetables, we often 
hear it said, “Serve spinach or 
cabbage or kale." It should be. 
“Serve spinach and cabbage and 
kale.’ Get acquainted with many 
leafy vegetables. They will take 
the monotony away from your 
menus — and each one has a differ- 
ent food content that cannot be 
substituted. For instance, spin- 
ach is valuable for its iron con- 
tent and the vitamin A and B sup- 
ply. Cabbage — especially raw cab 
bage — is a source of vitamin C 
Kale contains a large percentage 
of calcium. 

Most of us are now acquainted 
with the vitamins and we recog- 
nize their importance in the diet, 
it is sufficient for me to remind 
you that vitamin A is valuable as 
an aid in growth and a protection 
to the eye tissues and other body 
tissues from infections. Vitamin 
Ii lias its value as a preventative 
of a nerve disease called beriberi. 
Vitamin C, which is called the an- 
tiscorbutic vitamin, is a necessity 
for preventing scurvy. 

Now for the economical side of 
our story on green vegetables. To 
save expense, it is wise to use only 
vegetable* that are in season. 


Cabbage is in the market all the 
year ’round, and is always inex- 
pensive — but cabbage is more 
often ruined oy improper cooking 
than any food. You will be pleased 
with the results if the following 
directions are used:- 1 - 

Buttered Cabbage 
Shred cabbage coarsely. 
Place in kettle with a gener- 
ous supply of boiling water. 
Cook uncovered until tender, 
about 20 minutes. Add salt 
just before cooking is com- 
pleted. Drain, add butter or 
bacon fat and pepper. Serve 
at once. 

Broccoli, a leafy vegetable 
which ia no longer a strangei in 
the market, is still not so widely 
used. At the time of this writing 
it is being sold at 3 pounds for 
25 cents. This is a sufficient 
amount for two meals for a fam- 
ily of five. In my opinion, the 
best way of cooking broccoli is by 
steaming and serving with a mock 
hollandaise sauce or, with egus 
now so inexpensive, the true hol- 
landaise is cheaply made. 

Following are a few suggestions 
for celery. When it comes from 
the market I wash and divide the 
hearts from the coarse stalks. The 
hearts are to be used as a relish, 
the coarse stalks in a salad, or 
creamed. Even the celery leaves 
are saved. I wonder how many 
housewives save the celery tops’? 
They make a good foundation for 
a cream of celery soup. Simply 
wash and boil, starting with cold 
water. This essence is used with 
a rich white sauce for the soup, 
or It may be used for part of the 
liquid in making gravies

Russia, As Employer. 

Mr. Coolidtfc Amazed. 

33 Gent Wheat? 

Prof. Einstein Tells One. 


“Criticism is easy, art is difficult,” 
as the French say. Russia working on 
a five-year plan begins to realize it. 

Bolshevism thought all the evil was 
with the employers, all high virtue 
with the workers. 

But at present Russia, an employer 
on a gigantic scale, faces employer’s 
difficulties, and realizes that the genial 
proletarian is not always one hundred 
per cent perfect or devoted. 

Russia has been obliged to pay 
higher wages for better work, giving 
up the theory that all men are equal, 
which they are not. 

By the end of the five-year program, 
which may be a success, although 
Wall Street has been “holding its 
thumbs” hoping It wouldn’t, Russia’s 
rulers will know’ many employers’ 
problems. 

If the government succeeds in mak- 
ing an industrial nation of a collection 
of 200,000 Russian villages, and 100,- 
000,000 Russian farmers, Russia will 
grow gigantically rich. Then the lead- 
ers will change their views, as they do 
everywhere else, when money flow’s in 
and radicalism ebbs. 

"ilvln Coolldge. sitting w’itli a finger 
on . ' : ‘3 pulse of the world, tells readers 
of the Chicago Herald and Examiner, 
Seattle Post Intelligencer and other 
important newspapers, that he Is 
amazed at the amount of money actu- 
ally existing. He notes that tax re- 
turns revealed an annual national in- 
come “over one hundred and forty 
billions of dollars.” 

This he finds “beyond human com- 
prehension." and lie invites you to 
realize that four million individuals, 
five hundred thousand corporations, 
report Incomes, but thirty-six million 
Americans “gainfully employed’’ don’t 
pay any income tax. 

Mr. Coolldge says it Is fallacy to 
think that the Government “can be 
supported by taxing the rich.” 

How’ever it Is supported by taxing 
the rich, that Is, by those that have 
the money to pay. 

And the thirty-six million little in- 
come earners are content to have it 
that way. 

Republican politicians say every- 
thing is cheerful now, and New York 
will be for Hoover In ’32. 

But there’s just a cloud on the Re- 
publican horizon, considerably bigger 
than a man’s hand, namely the danger 
that wheat will sell at 33 cents a 
bushel. On July l.the Farm Board, that 
has taken out of the market 275,000,- 
000 bushels of American wheat, pay- 
ing 25 cents a bushel above world 
prices, will buy wheat no more. 

With that powerful buyer gone, and 
the Farm Board awaking from its 
pleasant dream, wheat may drop to 33 
cents. That might turn Republican 
farmers Into raging Democrats. 

The British insist on being that 
ough, even in India, where it is hard, 
with Gandhi's help, to make 320,000,* 
000 Asiatics settle down peacefully to 
paying taxes. 

Gandhi and the British Viceroy had 
agreed, and then, recently Britain exe- 
cuted three Hindus, who had mur- 
dered a policeman. Great Hindu up- 
roar over that. Another Sacco-Van- 
zetti case. 

Unlike ourselves, the British take 
murder seriously, if you kill anybody 
in England, and are caught, you know 
that you have just three Sundays to 
live. Even in India political murderers 
are punished eventually. 

Race prejudice is an old story. Hey- 
wood Broun and George Britt review 
it again in their book, “Christians 
Only.” The best thing in the book 
was said by Prof. Einstein, addressing 
the highest intellect of France at the 
Sorhonne: 

"If my theory of relativity is proved 
successful, Germany will claim me as 
u German and France will declare 
that I am a citizen of the world. 
Should my theory prove untrue, 
France will say that I am a German 
and Germany will declare that I am a 
Jew.” 

3 Prince of Wales’ entourage in 
Couth America is amazed to And Mon- 
tevideo more interested in the Argen- 
tine prize lighter, Suarez, than in the 
Prince and his brother. Huge crowds 
followed the tighter, only a few showed 
interest in the princes. 

Nine Montevideo newspapers devot- 
ed ten pages to the lighter, only two 
and a half to British royalty. Only 
two newspapers put the Princes on 
the front page and two of them never 
mentioned the Prince, one of the two 
giving three full pages to the tighter. 

Germany uud Austria wunt to ar- 
runge some sort of commercial agree- 
ment, profitable to both countries. 

That might interfere with Brlund’s 
plan for a “United Stutes of Europe.” 

It might also leu* to political union 
between Germuny and Austria. There 
will be no United States of Europe. 
But If Fruncu suys no, it will mean no, 
becuuse France has the flying mu- 
dunes, and what they suy is the law

Noi-nniii W. (’lurk, Ciwlilcr 
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Aldermen Discuss Many Matters — 

Impose Traffic Regulations 

Crescent Avenue To Be One-Way — Parking Limit On Elm- 
wood St. — No Action on Washington Pk. 


Several matters of interest came be- 
fore the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night. Hearings on 
petitions to make Washington Park. 
Newtonville, and Crescent avenue, 
Newton Centre, one-way streets for 
part of their length brought a consid- 
erable number of citizens to City Hall, 
and a group of persons residing on 
Tremont street. Newton, told of the 
troubles they have because of the fail- 
ure of the Boston Elevated Rallwny to 
keep its tracks and cars in proper re- 
pair. Also, a message was received 
from Mayor Weeks telling of his de- 
sire to have the Aldermen pass an or- 
dinance which will make radical 
changes in the management of the 
large fund bequeathed by the late Hor- 
ace Cousens for the benefit of poor 
and deserving Newton people. 

The first matters to come before the 
meeting were hearings on the taking 
of land for sewers and drains on Ne- 
shobe, Varick, Leslie and Bertrand 
roads. H. C. Otis of Neshobe road In- 
quired if the laying of the sewer will 
do any damage to his property. He 
was assured by City Engineer Morse 
that no damage will be caused. Rog- 
er Dow of 16 Varick road stated that 
all residents on these streets are in 
favor of the improvements. 

Other hearings were held on the 
matter of building drains and sewers 
In Day street. Holman. Byfleld, Home- 
stead, Arapahoe and Dwhinda roads. 
Robert Hillman of 50 Dwhinda road 
told of having cesspool at his property 
which had turned out to be a well. He 
wants a sewer in that street as soon as 
possible. 

The proposal to make Washington 
Park, Newtonville, a one way street, 
going southeasterly from Walnut St. 
to Park place was favored by Joseph 
H. Downey of 44 Washington park. He 
favored the change to afford protec- 
tion to the children attending the Claf- 
lin School. Arthur D. Quimby of 79 
Washington park opposed the traffic I 
restriction. He said that the police- 
men doing traffic duty when the school ; 
children are using the street do very , 
efficient work and there is little pos- 
sibility of any accidents occur- 
ring. If the one-way regulation is i 
made effective on Washington Park 
automobiles will be diverted onto 
Park Place, a narrow way, in very 
poor repair and unfit for any amount 
of traffic. Mr. Quimby called atten- 
tion to the fact that Park Place is not 
an accepted street and he doubts if 
the city possesses authority to divert 
traffic over it. He believes all that 
is necessary to make traffic more safe 
on Washington Park is to have a 
STOP sign placed at the Walnut 
street end of the street. 

Charles E. Sullivan of 85 Washing- 
ton Park also opposed the one-way 
regulation. He argued that if the reg- 
ulation is made, trucks coming to 
stores facing on Walnut street must I 
travel down Washington Park, thus 
cheating a more dangerous condition. I 

On the proposal to make Crescent ' 
avenue, Newton Centre a one-way , 
street westerly from Centre street to • 


Norw’ood avenue, James A. Waters 
of Aberdeen street, Newton High- 
lands. Bpeaking as a member of Sac- 
red Heart parish, called attention to 
the narrowness of Crescent avenue 
and the necessity of the regulation 
to make the street safe for the chil- 
dren attending the parochial school 
conducted by the parish. He said the 
restriction will also lessen congestion 
of traffic when church services are 
held and it will inconvenience very 
few persons. 

Rev. Timothy A. Curtin, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, said the one- 
way regulation for Crescent avenue is 
needed to protect the children at- 
tending the parochial school who must 
cross this street 4 or 5 times daily. 
He informed the Aldermen that at 
present 470 children attend the school 
and within a year, or so, this number 
will be increased to about 700. The 
children have had to play on the 
street, but Fr. Curtin said he had 
purchased the property at the corner 
of Centre street and Crescent avenue, 
containing 28,000 squure feet of land 
and will convert it into a playground. 
Children will be frequently passing 
across the street between the school 
and the playground and unless the 
regulation is made they will be men- 
aced by traffic going in two directions. 
He stated that mnny automobiles 
travel at rapid rates of speed along 
this street and he criticized the reck- 
less manner in which the American 
Express trucks are driven, saying the 
drivers of these trucks are the worst 
offenders. Fr. Curtin said that the 
playground will be used as a parking 
place for cars when church services 
are being held. 

Daniel E. Irwin of Commonwealth 
avenue told of having four children 
attending the Sacred Heart parochial 
school. He stated that the members 
of this parish, as taxpayers are con- 
tributing to the support of the pub- 
lic schools of Newton, which he 
praised (having had two children 
graduate from them), and he called 
attention to the fact that the parish 
members in addition are maintaining 
the parochial school, thus saving the 
city about $50,000 each year. They 
have a right to ask the city to make 
the street one-way to safeguard the 
children and the change should not 
be objected to when the safety of 
the children is taken into considera- 
tion. M. John Barry of Irving street 
also favored the proposed regulation. 

F. W. Woohvay of GO Crescent ave- 
nue objected to the proposal and pre- 
sented a petition of protest signed by 
four of the five property owners on 
Crescent and Norwood avenues who 
will be directly affected by the one- 
way restriction. He said there is very 
little traffic on Crescent avenue ex- 
cept when church services are being 
held, that residents of the street will 
be inconvenienced and property val- 
ues reduced. He agreed with Fr. Cur- 
tin that the American Express trucks 
are operated recklessly, and menace 
the safety of the children. John J. 
Whittlesey of Norwood avenue also 
objected to the proposed regulation.

Appropriate $500 

For Traffic Survey 

Expert To Hturly Conditions . At 
Xonuntiun Square 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night the request 
of Mayor Weeks for an appropriation 
of $500 to pay a “traffic expert” to 
make a study of traffic conditions at 
Newton Corner was granted by the 
Board. The “expert” named is Lewis 
E. Moore of Beaumont avenue, New- 
tonville, a civil and structural engi- 
neer. 

This matter came before the Board 
at the preceding meeting and on re- 
quest of Alderman Powers waH re- 
ferred to the Traffic Committee. Two 
of the three members of the commit- 
tee — Aldermen Grebenstein and Harte 
-voted to favor the request; Powers, 
the third member dissented. At the 
meeting on Monday night he opposed 
the appropriation. He said there is 
no traffic congestion at Newton Cor- 
ner, but there are conditions there 
which can he improved. The Ward 1 
Alderman told of the shortsightedness 
of the City Government of a genera- 
tion ago which refused to take the 
hank property at Newton Corner at 
that time and the old rrame struc- 
tures at the corner of Centre and 
Washington streets then owned by the 
late James French. Both these par- 
cels of property could then have been 
taken with but comparatively small 
damage awards. The larger hank 
building, subsequently erected, and 
the building now located at the for- 
mer French property tend to slow up 
traffic at Newton Corner, but condi- 
tions there are better than when the 
Middlesex & Boston electric cars had 
their terminus in the square. 

Powers stated that the problem at 
Newton Corner is one of parking and 
not of traffic congestion. He argued 
that persons who have resided at 
Newton Corner and have been enguged 
in business there know well the con- 
ditions and there Ih no need of paying 
anyone to tell what is already known. 
He said that the recommendations of 
the Traffic Committee in the past have 
been ignored HO far as Newton Corner 
is concerned, and that the advice of 
this committee has not been asked 
by the present Mayor. He told of 
another “expert” influencing city of- 
ficials to place the traffic tow’er at 
Nonantum square in a location at 
least 15 feet north of where it should 
have been placed and where it was 
supposed to have been located. Fol- 
lowing the advice of this same “ex- 
pert,” the signals at the traffic tower 
are automatically operated most of 
the time, with the result that old and 
infirm persons must cross the square 
with automobiles passing on all sides, 
and signals are automatically given 
which cause two lines of vehicles to 
make left turns and cross paths. Pre- 
viously, for 20 years a traffic police- 
man directed traffic at Nonantum 
square days and gave proper protec- 
tion to pedestrians. He said he men- 
tioned these things to illustrate some 
results of alleged “expert” advice. 

Alderman Powers said that many 
suggestions have been made regard- 
ing parking relief and improved traffic 
conditions at Newton Corner and some. 
of these suggestions will have to he 


Many Bequests Made 
By Late H. D. Woods 

Estate Valued At Over A Million 
And A Quarter 


The will of Henry D. Woods of 
Highland street, West Newton, who 
died on April 2nd was filed for pro- 
bate at East Cambridge on Wednes- 
day. The estate, valued at about 
$1,290,000 and the will had specific 
bequests totalling about $500,000. In- 
cluded in the specific bequests are 
the following: Robert Gionsalvos of 
Prince street, West Newton an em- 
ployee in Mr. Woods' greenhouses, 
$40,000; Mary T. Bradford of Cam- 
bridge, an annuity of $4088 for life;

$5000 each to Boston Society for Nat- 
uray History, Boston Floating Hospi- 
tal, New England Moral Reform So- 
ciety. Massachusetts Eye and Ear In- 
firmary, Stone Institute at Newton 
Upper Fails, Prentiss Mississippi In- 
stitute; $3000 each to Infants' Hospi- 
tal and Bethesda Institute; $2000 each 
to New England Home for Deaf 
Mutes, Massachusetts Association for 
Promoting the Interests of Adult 
Blind, New England Peabody Home 
for Crippled Children, Industrial 
School for Crippled Children; $1000 
each to Jacoby Club, Boston and New- 
ton Y. M. C. A. Bequests of $10,000 
each were left to Ralph D. Colburn, 
Frederic Colburn. Henry Plympton, 
Caroline Durant, Henrietta Wardwell, 
Helen Gaylord. Grace Dickinson, Mar- 
garet Beede, Mabel Pond and Edna 
Coty; $2000 each to William P. Morse 
and Isaac Hastings. To nephews and 
nieces: Henry W. and Charles Le-

Craig and Annie Carr, $30,000 each 
was bequeathed; to his sister, Mrs. 
Minnie LeBoutellier. $60,000; to his 
grandchildren Albert and Ethel Coty. 
$20,000 each. The property at 99 High- 
land street is left to his daughter, 
Mrs. Ethel P. Coty and the residue 
of the estate. $800,000 is left in trust 
for her. she receiving the income 
from it for life. Upon her death the 
principal is to go to her children. 

The executors and trustees of the 
estate are Theodore Hoague. William 
F. Chase and James W. Craig.

Seeks Change In 

Provisions Of Will 

Wants Aldermen to Appoint Trustees 
For Cousens Fund 


At the meeting of the Board of A1 
dermen on Monday night information 
was received from Mayor Weeks that 
he desires an ordinance passed by the 
Aldermen which will make radical 
changes in the provisions of the fund 
left by Horace Cousens for the bene 
fit of deserving people in this city. 
Horace Cousens died on March 13, 
1901, and after making a few minor 
bequests he provided that his estate, 
valued then at about $350,000. should 
upon the deaths of his two children, 
assuming they left no issue, revert to 
a fund which would be used for the 
purpose of enabling deserving persons 
of small means in Newton to acquire 
homesteads. The fund was to be 
known as the Horace Cousens Indus- 
trial Fund. In his will Mr. Cousens 
said: 

“From this fund I direct that loans 
shall be made to industrious men and 
women of small means who are resi 
dents of the city of Newton aforesaid, 
to assist them in procuring home- 
steads for their families. Therefore, 
I direct that sums of money be loaned 
to such applicants as the Mayor and 
Aldermen of said city shall deem de- 
serving. and entitled to receive under 
the provisions of this will; and I di- 
rect that the rate of interest to be 
charged on said loans shall be fixed 
at three-quarters of the current rate 
of interest at the time the loan is 
made. Each loan. I direct, shall be 
secured by a first mortgage on im 
proved real estate, and the amount 
loaned on any estate shall not exceed 
three-quarters par of the amount of 
the latest tax valuation. In case there 
should not be applicants entitled here- 
in sufficient to take all the funds aris- 
ing from this trust, in that event, 
louns may be made to other parties 
without restriction on tin* rate *»t' in- 
terest, but shall be secured by first 
mortgages on improved real estate.” 

Mr. Cousens’ will further provided 
that the fund is to accumulate until 
it reaches the sum of $1,000,000, to 
become a permanent fund to be loaned 
as directed. After the fund will have 
reached this amount, the income from 
it will be distributed to the deserving 
poor of Newton who are not inmates 
of the Alms House. Mr. Cousens fur- 
ther directed — “If the amount re- 
ceived from said fund should be more 
than is required to supply the actual 
necessities of said outside poor, I di- 
rt .i the surplus t<> in* paid for the 
benefit of the poor and needy sick 
inmates of hospitals within the limits 
of the cities of Newton and Boston/’ 

The ordinance which Mayor Weeks 
wAuts the Aldermen to pass would 
create a board of three trustees to 
manage the fund and select those who 
would he beneficiaries from it. The 
Aldermen were informed that if they 
will pass such an ordinance the three 
men he will appoint as trustees are 
Judge Elias Bishop of Newton Centre. 
John A. Cousens of Chestnut Hill and 
Albert T. Stuart of Newton Centre. 
The two former have been executors 
of the Cousens estate. Judge Bishop 
is a former City Solicitor of Newton

Newton Residents Protest 

Against Noise Of Street Cars 

Aldermen To Ask Mayor To Request Boston Elevated Officials 
To Improve Conditions 


A number of residents of Tremont 
and Park streets, Newton came to 
City Hall on Monday night to com- 
plain to the Board of Aldermen of 
the condition of the tracks and cars 
of the Boston Elevated Railway at 
Newton Corner. They were headed 
by Charles O’Brien of 295 Tremont 
street, who graphically and humor 
ously told of the troubles he and his 
neighbors have to endure duo to the 
dilapidated cars and tracks of the big 
transportation company. The tracks 
and roadbed have been in poor con- 
dition for a considerable length of 
time, according to Mr. O’Brien and 
others, and the noise caused by this 
condition w*a.s greatly added to. and 
other evils introduced by the action, 
last year, of the Elevated officials in 
taking from the Newton-Brighton line 
the cars which had been operated on 
that route for years and replacing 
them with worn out. rattletrap cars 
from East Boston. 

These old cars, according to Mr. 
O’Brien are falling apart; it is a reg- 
ular occurrence for pieces of their 
mechanism and structure to be picked 
up from the roadway, and on one 
occasion he said that he gathered 16 
pounds of metal which had fallen off 
the cars. He said that he had re- 
ceived information that these ears had 
been in use for 20 years. When it 
rains, water comes through windows 
and roofs of these cars, wetting the 
seats, and also the passengers. Mr. 
O’Brien stated that motormen dislike 
to operate these cars because when 
they take them from the car barn, 
they know breakdowns are apt to re- 
sult. He told of the cars becoming 
stalled and motormen having to pound 
on the floor with a jack to release a 
cam which has a habit of becoming 
stuck. 

Referring to the noise caused by the 
cars, Mr. O’Brien said that it is* ter- 
rible. People can’t rent their apart- 
ments along Tremont street, and one 
visitor who spent a night with a 
friend there couldn't get a wink of 
sleep aiTd remarked that he was go- 
ing to try a boiler factory the next 
night to get comparative quiet. Com- 
pared with the noise made at all hours 
of the day and night by these big 
cars, he said the noise which the 
Middlesex & Boston cars used to make 
was like a cat walking over piano 
keys. 

He said the houses on the street 
are being shaken to pieces, pictures 
won’t hang straight on the walls, 
dishes and tins are rattled and even 
the coal piles in the cellars are slid- 
ing down from the vibration ..f the 
old cars over the broken rails and 
uneven roadbed. The terrific pound- 
ing of the cars. Mr. O’Brien stated, is 
largely due to the tracks being lower 
in many places than the roadbed and 
the ends of the rails not meeting. 
Some rails are a couple of inches 
higher than the next rail and it is a 
miracle that cars have not jumped off 
these defective rails. He commented 
that they must be “kangaroo cars” 
from Australia, they are so proficient 
in jumping the gaps between the rails. 

Everett Abbott of 315 Tremont 
street told of writing to officials of

the Boston Elevated on various occa- 
sions about the condition of the tracks. 
On a couple of occasions attempts 
were made to remedy matters by 
welding the defective places, but the 
last two protests he sent have gone 
unheeded. The noise he said lasts 
the whole 24 hours of the day and 
night and the vibration has cracked 
the plaster in his house. Conversa- 
tion in houses along the street is im- 
possible when the cars are passing or 
approaching and he cannot dispose of 
his property when prospective buyers 
hear the racket of the cars. 

Thomas Enegess of 229 Tremont 
street told of the effect of the cars on 
radios. Persons living along Tremont 
street cannot use radios because the 
condition of the old cars causes so 
much interference that radio reception 
is impossible. He protested to the 
Elevated officials and they promised to 
remedy conditions, but did not do so. 
Mr. Enegess said that one cannot use 
a telephone when the cars of the Ele- 
vated are passing. Mr. O’Brien sub- 
stantiated Mr. Enegess’ statement 
about radio interference and said he 
bought a new radio, but when the ex- 
pert who installed it, heard the 
squeals and howls caused by the de- 
fectively equipped Elevated cars, he 
took the radio back to the store, say- 
ing that "No radio can be properly 
operated on Tremont street.” 

Stephen Ryan of 27 Park street said 
the noise caused by the cars is almost 
unbearable. Another Mr. Ryan, rep- 
resenting the Elevated said the tracks 
along Tremont street. Newton are un- 
der the supervision of the department 
with which he is connected. He ex- 
plained that the rails are in a condi- 
tion that is termed “corrugated” and 
he will report the complaints made 
at the hearing to General Manager 
Dana of the Elevated and see what 
can be done to remedy the situation. 

Asked by Alderman Powers why the 
old cars from East Boston had been 
transferred to the Newton route in 
place of the better cars taken to East 
Boston. Mr. Ryan could not give an 
explanation. Aldermen Murray and 
Powers were appointed a committee 
to confer with Mayor Weeks and re- 
quest him to ask the Elevated offi- 
cials to repair the tracks and replace 
the cars of the Elevated at Newtou.

We can either curtail production to 
the limit of our domestic needs or we 
can step up production to the pace of 
two years ago and Increase our for- 
eign markets. The first course would 
mean considerable adjustment of 
American business and probable loss 
of a large amount of public invest- 
ment. To successfully adopt the sec- 
ond course there must first be a re- 
vision of tariff in order that American 
producers may compete with foreign 
industries. The increase in foreign 
production is a direct result of the 
World War during which time Amer- 
ica aided her allies through revela- 
tion of industrial methods.

CHOOSE MYSTERY FOR FIFTH 
PLAY 


The fifth annual C. C. C. play will 
be presented at the Central Congrega- 
tional Church, Newtonville tomorrow 
evening at eight o’clock. For the first 
time a mystery has been selected. It 
is entitled "The Beresford Job” and 
is in three acts. To tell the story 
would spoil a real thrill as the op- 
portunity to solve the mystery pro- 
vides much enjoyment. 

The three acts take place in a rail- 
road station at Beresford Junction 
where a storm provides the cover for 
the disappearance of a pearl necklace 
and a star sapphire. The caHt includes 
several prominent high school girls, 
among them Mary Chambers, Alma 
Warner, Dorothy Schipper, Phyllis 
Stafford, Doris Downing, Caroline Bas- 
sett, Barbara Mildram, Fredice Lit- 
tlefield, and Betty Blackey. Miss Es- 
telle Marsh of Newtonville is coach- 
ing the production. Mrs. Myron Da- 
vis is the stage manager, Winslow 
Hartford is in charge of lighting and 
Betty Brooks publicity. Music be- 
tween the acts will be by a local or- 
chestra. 


UNDER THEGILDED DOME 

Representatives Baker. Luitwieler 
and Thompson voted against the adop- 
tion of the amendment to the Ways 
and Means Committee’s bill so far as 
that report relates to the building 
program of Governor Ely. The bill 
will be further fought and there is 
doubt if it will be enacted into law 
as it must receive n two-thirds vote 
on the enactment stage because it pro- 
vides that the State shnll borrow 
money. Should the bill become law, 
however, the net effect will be the ex- 
penditure by the Stnte of $9,500,000 
for building its charitable and other 
institutions. Of that amount $1,500,- 
000 will come out of current revenue, 
$1,500,000 from five-year notes and 
$5,000,000 from 10-year bonds. An- 
other result is that the total Stnte 
budget will be cut down from about 
$45,000,000, as reported by the Ways 
and Means Committee, to approxi- 
mately $44,000,000. This reduction is 
due to the fact that the committee 
fnvored an increase of $1,000,000 in 
the State tax. Representative Baker 
took part in the debate and opposed 
the amendment, which had the Gov- 
ernor’s approval, declaring it*a "smoke 
screen for extravagance.” 

The members of the special com- 
mission to recommend chnnges in the 
laws relating to child welfare have 
had the satisfaction of seeing some 
of their bills favorably acted upon 
and others rejected. The total num- 
ber favored by the Legislature has 
exceeded those not adopted, which is 
a pretty good average, according to 
those who observe the handling of 
legislation year in and year out. The 
amendments made in the child law 
this year have been framed entirely 
for the benefit of the unfortunate. 
Some of the proposed measures had 
to be turned down because, in the 
opinion of the General Court at least, 
they wrere either too drastic or un- 
necessary. How'ever, the aims of the 
commission and its supporters have 
been of the highest and this group of 
earnest citizens is entitled to the 
thanks of the community for its ef- 
forts to aid the helpless children. 

The Committee on Insurance is 
soon to report a bill under the terms 
of which the compulsory automobile 
liability insurance law will be abol- 
ished and a system set up whereby 
persons involved in accidents will be 
obliged to carry insurance. The rate 
paid will be based on the experience 
of the driver. The more accidents, 
the higher the rate. Those who are 
called upon to carry such insurance 
and fall to do so would lose their 
right to drive. The bill is among the 
most important of the present ses- 
sion. 

Senator Hollis tried unsuccessfully 
to have the Senate amend the bill 
establishing a highway speed limit by 
reducing the maximum limit at curves 
and intersections. The bill was 
passed, however. 

The Senate sustained Gov. Ely’s 
veto of the bill authorizing political 
parties to elect chairmen from out- 
side their membership. On the ques- 
tion of passing the bill notwithstand- 
ing the veto of the Governor three 
voted “yes" and 31 voted "no". In 
his message, which accompanied the 
veto. Gov. Ely said, "This bill pro- 
vides that the State Committee shall 
not be limited to its elected mem- 
bership in the choice of its officers, 
but may choose them from among the 
enrolled members of the party which 
it represents. Except for this amend- 
ment, the theory of our political or- 
ganization rests upon the election and 
consent of the people, and the provi- 
sion of this bill, to which reference 
is made in this message, is contrary 
to the spirit of the present law in 
that it would permit the election of ^ 
chairman, a secretary, a treasurer and 
other officers as the State Committee 
may decide to elect who never re- 
ceived the approval of the people. 

“Such legislation permits an un- 
warranted interference by political 
committees with the will of the en- 
rolled members of the party. If a 
man seeks office and desires to hold 
it, he should seek it in the regular 
way, namely, through election by the 
people.” 

The bill authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $2,200,000 for the improvement 
for recreational and other purposes 
of the Charles river basin has been 
signed by the Governor. The speci- 
fied sum includes the $1,000,000 gift 
of Mrs. James J. Storrow. Under 
the terms of the bill the Metropolitan 
District Commission is authorized to 
lay out and construct various sections 
of parkways in connection with the 
improvement. The amount of fill to 
be used in improving the basin is left 
to the discretion of the commission. 

The bill to reduce from 70 years to 
65 years the age limit at which old 
age assistance may be granted by a 
city or town has been rejected. 

State Auditor Francis X. Hurley has 
abolished the office of Junior accoun- 
tant.

It is ex- 
pected she will submit the case to 
that tribunal.

case of fire. The law will not af- 
fect those gas meters at present In- 
stalled hut will apply to thoso which 
are Installed hereafter. Firemen ap- 
peared before the Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety and said that If such de- 
vices were placed on gas meters It 
would reduce the danger of explo- 
sion in any building or dwelling whero 
there are gas meters. The firemen 
declared that the danger of a gas 
explosion Is always imminent.

THE MUSIC SCHOOL’S 20TH 
BIRTHDAY 

On April 18, 1911, twenty years al- 
most to the day — the West Newton 
Music School, now for several years 
the All Newton Music School Incor- 
porated, had its inception. Begun as 
a small local effort, this organization 
has steadily developed according to 
special needs and conditions, speedily 
taking its place as an educational, cul- 
tural and social influence of recog- 
nized value to Newton. 

For some mouths in 1911-12, experi- 
mental work was done at the West 
Newton Day Nursery (now the West 
Newton Community Centre) to prove 
whether or not there existed a need 
for such work among children unable 
to pay rates for good musical instruc- 
tion. Becoming convinced that such 
a need did exist, the present Director 
interested a group of friends — the 
original Founders, all of whom have 
been constant and loyal supporters of 
the School. These Founders were; 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lang Burrage; 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry B. Day, Miss Ma- 
bel T. Eager; Hon. and Mrs. John W. 
Weeks. Many other prominent people 
helped the School through its experi- 
mental time, and these are still Its 
friends. 

During the first year it became ev- 
ident that the facilities at the Day 
Nursery would soon be inadequate, 
und the Director was fortunate enough 
to secure the interest of the School 
Board, who at once began that val- 
uable co-operation which has been so 
great a factor in securing the perma- 
nence of the Music School. Teaching 
quarters were given in Public School 
buildings and Assembly Halls were 
opened for the School’s various Reci- 
tals. ensemble rehearsals, and Con- 
certs. A warm und effectual cooper- 
ation has grown with every year, until 
today the Music School stands at a 
higher level of usefulness to Public 
School students than ever before. The 
Class instruction recently undertaken 
by t lie Instrumental Department of the 
Public Schools can provide only for 
elementary Instruction, and as pu- 
pils show the need for individual in- 
struction, many who need moderute 
financial rules are sent to the Music 
School for this further study. 

On the other hand, the Music School 
sends from its Ensemble Training 
clusses, many pupils to the High 
School orchestras. The knowledge that 
they will he eligible for these is a 
great incentive to their study. After 
High School years, nmny of these pu- 
pils enter the various local muslcul 
organizations. Thus, the Music School 
is building up for these young people 
resources for finest enjoyment in their 
adult years. 

This association with the Newton 
Public Schools bus aroused keenest in- 
terest of educators in these fields 
throughout the country and Is consid- 
ered uu outstanding achievement. It 
is t matter of pride to the School it- 
self, since it is obvious thut it en- 
hances tlie value of such work to the

community over schools which have 
no such co-operation, or which work 
at cross-purposes with the Public 
Schools. It is believed that this or- 
ganization was the first to secure 
the privilege of using Newton’s school 
buildings for welfare purposes. It is 
certain that it was the first of the — 
now many — large Music Schools of its 
kind and aims, to do so: and it re- 
mains unique in its close and mutual- 
ly valuable association with the 
schools of its City. 

The primary aim of the School is to 
provide a sound musical education for 
children otherwise unable to meet the 
cost of first-rate Instruction. While it 
bus traihed a very fair proportion of 
musicians who are now doing valuable 
professional work. Its great object is 
to give the "rank and file” the insight 
that leads to real love, of beautiful and 
great music, and a resource for whole- 
some pleasure in its practise. 

The very large majority of the pu- 
pils pay a rate which at best covers 
the cost to the School of the individual 
lesson alone. In times of stress like 
the present, many deserving children 
pay a smaller rate: a few must tem- 
porarily receive free instruction — 
these only pupils of proved industry 
and ability. Attracted by the School’s 
reputation and standards, some apply 
who can and do pay a rate which 
covers the total proportionate expense, 
und this helps the School to provide 
for others who cannot do so. 

Ensemble training is free to pupils 
of the School. There are four large 
Ensemble classes (“orchestras”) and 
several smaller groups. Some of these 
are in demand for entertainments and 
are making a name for themselves and 
for the School by their playing. The 
expense of the Theory Ulusses is ap- 
proximately covered by the nominal 
fees froUT pupils of the School, supple- 
mented by a considerable number who 
come for that work only, and pay a 
larger rate — less however, than simi- 
lar work elsewhere. 

Pupil’s fees cover approximately 
two-thirds of the cost of the Schooi, 
leaving about $5,000 to he met. The 
School bus an endowment from the 
generous benefactress of music, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Sprague Coolhlge; allow- 
ances from various welfare and edu- 
catlonal Funds, from the Clubs and a 
few Churches, add a few hundreds 
more. For the rest, about $4,000— the 
School must depend upon public spir- 
ited citizens. 

In Its Musk: School Newton has an 
institution which stands high in repu- 
tation and accomplishment; which has 
grown to fit tlie special local needs; 
and which 1 h a recognized force for 
good. It Is hoped thut this may he 
more generally understood and that 
the School can eventually meet its 
budget from the donations of its 
triends alone, without recourse to de- 
muudH upon the public through enter- 
tainments. It bus endeavored to do 
this during the present year. 

There are two completely organized 
and equipped Branches. Thut ut the 
Peirce School, West Newton, provides

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

In our Newton Hospital a great ex- 
periment is being worked out. It Is 
a private hospital, built and conducted 
by the citizens of Newton and Welles- 
ley, rendering the finest care to every 
citizen regardless of his financial con- 
dition. 

The hospital freely offers its excel- 
lent facilities to ail physicians of 
standing, that they may use the hos- 
pital as their workshop. The mem- 
bers of the medical profession select 
the Medical Staff of the hospital and 
appoint from their own number the 
representatives on the Board of Trus- 
tees and on the various committees 
of the hospital. In addition, member- 
ship on the Courtesy Staff, which car- 
ries with it all the privileges and 
facilities of the hospital, is cordial- 
ly offered to all members of the pro- 
fession in surrounding communities 
who are of accredited standing. 

The School of Nursing accepts 
about fifty students each year for a 
three years’ course. Although no tui- 
tion is charged by the school, the 
personal expenses of the student dur- 
ing the entire course are about $400. 

Tlie Trustees aim to develop a hos- 
pital as fine in service and complete 
in equipment as the citizens of New- 
ton and Wellesley require. As an In- 
stitution, it strives to be worthy of 
the community it serves. 

In the recent campaign for new 
buildings and more up-to-date equip- 
ment, seven thousand citizens sub- 
scribed $1,572,000, of which $1,453,000 
lias been paid. The total cost of the 
new buildings and equipment is $1,- 
602,000. 

The Hospital in turn attempts to 
care for all classes of patients at a 
cost In accordance with their ability 
to pay. There are three classes of 
patients: 

1. There are a large number who 
can pay nothing or only a part of the 
cost of their care. In the fifty years’ 
record of the Hospital, no patient was 
ever declined because of Inability to 
pay. 

2. Another very large class of peo- 
ple are those of moderate means who 
cannot wisely afford to pay the regu- 
lar fees of physicians, nurses and the 
Hospital charges. To these the Hos- 
pital offers, after consultation be- 
tween tlie Superintendent and the pa- 
tient or some member of the family, a 
service where tlie usual fees of phy- 
sicians, nurses and Hospital are scaled 
down to meet the ability of the patient 
to pay.

3. More than half the patients are 
among tlie well-to-do citizens who 
wish tlie best, private rooms, nurses 
and the care of their family physi- 
cian. The new and up-to-date equip- 
ment of tlie Hospital answers every 
expectation of such patients. 

It is obviouH that in the care of pa- 
tients represented in classes 1 and 
2. the Hospital lias the greatest op- 
portunity for service but needs the 
financial co-operation of all who are 
in a position to assist. The Newton 
Hospital serves all citizens, therefore, 
to the best of its ability hut at an 
expense in keeping with their incomes.

He said that the residents of tlie street 
are entitled to consideration as they 
have resided there before the present 
conditions existed. He asked that the 
matter he referred hack to tlie com 
mittee for further consideration. Alder- 
man Grehenstein replied that because 
of the need of providing the children 
with immediate protection the matter 
should be voted on without delay, 
vote was then taken and all members 
of Nte Board, with the exception of 
Alderman Temperley voted to make 
Crescent avenue a one-way street from 
Centre street to Norwood avenue be 
tween tlie hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. 

Other traffic regulations passed by 
tlie Aldermen limit parking on the 
north side of Elmwood street between 
Centre and Park streets to one hour, 
nnd prohibit parking on the east side 
of Central avenue, Newtonville, from 
Washington street to Court street, 
Parking has been prohibited on the 
south side of Elmwood street because 
of the narrowness of this street nnd 
the iieavy traffic it carries. The addi- 
tional restriction lias been made nec- 
essary because residents on this street 
protested that employees of the Tele 
phone Company have been parking 
their cars on tlie north side of the 
street for hours at a time. The em- 
ployees formerly had the privilege of 
parking cars in the yard adjoining the 
telephone exchange, but some months 
ago this privilege was denied them. 

Alderman Hawkins as chairman of 
the Licenses Committee recommended 
Hie granting of the following peti 
tions: George Gentle, relocation 2-car 
garage, 55 Mandalay road.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Power* 


In the NEWTON GRAPHIC of No 
vember 30, 1930, under “About Town” 
the following Item was printed: 

"Being neither a prophet nor the 
son of a prophet it may appear pre 
sumption to make a prediction. But 
upon lenrning of the availability of 
tlie large fund bequeathed in 1901 by 
the late Horace Cousens, we prophe- 
sied that at lenst one change will be 
attempted in the provisions stipulated 
by Mr. Cousens In ills will. The pro- 
vision which states — “Therefore, I 
direct that sums of money lie loaned 
to such applicants as the Mayor and 
Aldermen of said city shall deem de- 
serving, and entitled to receive under 
the provisions of this will.” 

It has already been suggested that 
such a change lie made: that instead 
of the Mayor and Aldermen of Newton 
controlling tlie disposition of the 
loans to be made from the Cousens 
funds, such loans being to enable 
persons in tills city to obtain homes, 
the control of the Cousens fund shall 
be taken from the City Government 
and transferred to a Board of Trus- 
tees. 

Without questioning the sincerity of 
anyone suggesting this change, it is 
our opinion that the expressed desire 
of the donor of tlie fund should be 
obeyed. Mr. Cousens, who came to 
Boston, a country boy from Maine, 
was not only a kind-hearted man, he 
was also a sagacious man. Had he 
not been, he would not have accumu- 
lated by industry and ability the for- 
tune he so generously donated to the 
people of Newton. He was a man of 
sound judgment. He believed in the 
practicability of having the Mayor 
and Aldermen of Newton determine 
who shall be the beneficiaries of his 
fund. He had faith in the integrity 
of the men selected by citizens of 
Newton to govern this city. 

Assuming that the Mayor and Aider- 
men of Newton will decide upon ap- 
plications for loans from, the Cousens 
fund, such decisions will be made 
under the spotlight of publicity by 
men who could be repudiated by the 
people of Newton if they did not dis- 
play fairness and good Judgment. 
Horace Cousens had faitli In the men 
who governed Newton a generation 
ago. He had faith that competent, 
honest men would continue to govern 
Newton. We believe his faith will be 
justified.” 

Our prediction lias come true. May- 
or Weeks is asking the Board of Al- 
dermen to pass an ordinance which 
will change the terms of the huge 
Cousens bequest; to surrender from 
public to practically private control 
tlie distribution of the gratuities 
which which will be provided from 
tlie large income of tlie Cousens Fund. 
This fund at present amounts to about 
$500,000 and is to accumulate until 
it reaches $1,000,000. The argument 
is offered that to have the Mayor and 
twenty-one Aldermen decide who the 
recipients of the gifts from this fund 
will be, would bring politics into the 
matter. We disagree with this argu- 
ment. Practical politics are played 
privately more than publicly. When 
the men named are Trustees (two of 
whom have been executors of tlie 
Cousens estate for many years) would 
cease to serve, what guarantee can 
be offered that some future Mayor 
will not play politics by appointing 
some of his henchmen as one of tlie 
three arbiters to hand out tile income 
of the Cousens Fund? 

We agree that it is not practicable 
for twenty-one Aldermen, a large per- 
centage of whom have little training 
in financeering, to meddle with the 
investing of an amount of money as 
large as that involved in the Cousens 
Fund. This phase might well he 
delegated to a smaller group of com- 
petent men. But, control of the dis- 
tribution of tlie charities from this 
fund should not be vested in three 
men, some of whom would not have 
the time, or tlie intimate contact with 
tlie people of this city to enable them 
to properly function. 


Tlie action of the Boston Elevated 
officials in removing the electric 
cars which formerly were operated 
from Watertown through Newton and 
Brighton to Boston and replacing 
them with greatly inferior cars shows 
what happens when a community sub- 
mits to inferior service. Since James 
M. Gurley was re-elected to office, 
the service of the Elevated to Jamaica 
Plain has improved considerably. If 
the people of Newton want better 
service they will have to kick, as the 
residents of Tremont and Park streets 
did before tlie Board of Aldermen lust 
Monday night. Tills city’s represen- 
tatives in the Legislature should co- 
operate in securing better service 
from tlie Elevated for Newton, and the 
two residents of this city who are 
trustees of the Elevated also ought to 
assist in this matter. 


The late Henry D. Woods of West 
Newton was a charitable and appre- 
ciative man. Unlike many rich men 
who huve died :n recent yeurs, he 
willed generous bequests to many 
philanthropies ami he bequeathed a 
large sum to a faithful employee.

A charming residential town, it 
Is well governed, as its excellent 
streets and well lighted highways ut- 
test. 


Advertisements recently published 
in Newton papers evidence that tin* 
Mayor and Aldermen of tills city nre 
considering improving the types of 
streets constructed in this city. The 
present specifications for accepted 
streets call for u gravel street coated 
with a surfacing of tur. This type of 
street lias not given satisfaction to 
many residents of Newton. It does 
not withstand the wear and tear of 
Ibis automotive uge. The bids asked 
for cull for two other types of street 
construction. One of those is a gravel 
street covered with two inches of pie- 
mixed bituminous material. The oili- 
er typo is a macadamized street, per- 
meuted witli tar. This latter typo 
bus been used in u number of prog- 
ressive cities und towns neurhy and is 
much more satisfactory tliuu the 
gravel streets which have been con- 
structed in Newton. Tlie bids to he 
received from contractors on the 
three types of streets will show their

Lost Sense of Colors 

Color blindness generally affects 
both eyes, tlie functions of tlie eyes 
being otherwise normal, and it is 
often hereditary. Complete color blind- 
ness or tlie loss of appreciation of 
colors is almost exclusively seen in 
acquired color blindness, occurring in 
optic nerve atrophy, although a num- 
ber of cases of congenital color blind- 
ness has been reported. Color blind- 
ness cannot lie corrected, as it is a 
permanent defect. Color blindness 
confuses red and green only; tlie other 
colors appear to lie normal. This is, 
of course, true of color blindness in 
the ordinary sense, not In total color 
blindness. 


Running the Gauntlet 

Tlie word "Gauntlet” came Into use 
at tlie time ut tlie Thirty Years’ wur 
(101S-1G48), as "Gauntlope," tneaiiing 
the passage between two lines of sol- 
diers. It is derived from the Swedish 
"guta” way, and “l6pp“ meaning 
course. “Running the gauntlet” was a 
punishment common among soldiers 
and sailors. The delinquent laid to run 
between two lines of men provided 
with rope ends, eueh of whom hurt 
him as much us possible. The phrase 
now means to lie attacked on ull sides, 
or to be severely criticized. 
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AMERICANIZATION WORK 


To the Editor, 

Dear Sir; 

The article in the Newton Graphic 
about the good work being done by 
the Nouantum Civic Association in 
forming classes in Americanization in 
the Nonantum District, I read with 
pleasure. 

Something like this should be done 
in every section of the country to 
counteract the effect of the Commun- 
istic propaganda that is spread easily 
at a time like this when there is so 
much poverty and suffering through 
unemployment. 

However, in making the claim that 
theirs is the first of its kind ever 
conducted in the Nonantum section of 
our City, this Society is wrong. Thir- 
ty years ago the Nonantum Young 
Men’s Association, at its quarters on 
corner of Watertown and Chapel 
streetB carried on Americanization for 
over five years. We had a framed 
copy of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence on our walls, which was read 
and explained to future citizens. The 
Constitution was read to them. They 
were instructed in the duties and 
privileges of Citizenship. When they 
were properly instructed a member 
of the Association took them to the 
Federal Court in Boston for naturali- 
zation. 

During the time this work was be- 
ing carried on we made several hun- 
dred citizens and never asked a man 
what political party he believed in. 
We were strictly non-partisan in that. 

When we started to do this work 
we expected to confine our operations 
to our own district, but soon found 
people coming to us from all Newton, 
and from Waltham, Watertown, Brigh- 
ton, and other nearby places. 

This Americanization was carried 
out by a group of Nonantum young 
working men as a patriotic duty en- 
tirely at their own expense as long 
as the Association lived. So Nonan- 
tum is not so backward after all.

FRIENDSHIP TOUR 

Wednesday afternoon, April Sth, a 
group of fifty members of the Associa- 
tion motored to Boston and met at 
the Boston Art Museum where Rev. 
Herbert A. Jump, chairman of 
Friendship Tours, joined them and 
conducted the party. To build up 
better citizenship and foster a kind 
and broadminded spirit are the aims 
of Mr. Jump in promoting this form of 
social service which is now in its 
fourth year. Mrs. Brewer Eddy and 
Mrs. Charles W. Stewart made the 
arrangements for the Association. 
Mrs. David Kydd of Lexington, art 
collector and former resident in 
China; Mrs. W. W. Leete of Auburn- 
dale. formerly missionary in North 
China, and Mrs. W. Lin Shen, Chinese 
graduate of Oberlin college, acted as 
guides in the museum, explaining the 
rare qualities of the Chinese art col- 
lection. The autos then threaded 
their way through the crowded streets 
to 93 Tyler street where Dennison 
House offers its friendly ministries to 
the foreigners in that section. Mr. 
Edward Hudson, headworker, spoke 
on “Being Neighbors to the Chinese,” 
and Mrs. W. Lin Shen told of Chinese 
home life, sharing honors with her 
attractive small child. A group of 
girls, comprising the basketball team, 
sang pleasingly and one of their num- 
ber, “Suzanne," answered questions 
intelligently, describing the Chinese 
school attended by over two hundred. 
This does not take the place of the 
public schools but is for the purpose 
of teaching the Chinese language and 
is conducted by their own people, the 
hours from live in the afternoon until 
eight o’clock. Mr. Hurry Dow, the 
first Chinese young man to he admit- 
ted to tho Massachusetts bur, also 
connected with the immigration oillce, 
told of the problems confronting the 
Chinese through the exclusion act. 
There are 5000 Chinese in Boston and 
only about fifty wives. Tea was 
served and later an opportunity was 
given to visit Chinatown. 


MAYOR WEEKS ADDRESSES 
EPWORTH LEAGUE 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks told the mem- 
bers of tlio Epwortli League of the 
Newton Upper Falls Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, Sunday evening, that 
character building organizations for 
young people, like the Epwortli 
League, are the host influence in the 
country today.

NATIONAL GARDEN WEEK. Mar- 
garet McMechen, chairman of the Gar- 
dens committee of the General Fed- 
eration, says that in celebrating Gar- 
den Week, which this year falls in the 
week of April 19 to 25, it should be 
kept in mind that we are atoning for 
spoliation of nature by a widespread 
attempt to re-create nature in beauties 
in all sorts of gardens. The aim should 
be to spread beauty all over a neigh- 
borhood. Front yards that adorn a 
neighborhood invite the city to place 
trees that will make u stately avenue 
as their setting. Our civilization of 
big cities and machines, of smoke and 
tin cans, of noise and ugliness, has 
much to atone for. since it has spoiled 
natural beauty of hillside and stream, 
hushed the birds, and desecrated the 
silence of the great outdoors. 

Highway tree planting by cities; 
beautiful views kept open by stretches 
of low shrubs, perennials and annuals, 
are quite possible methods of city gov- 
ernments. 

Individuals may and should coax 
gardens to beautify their homes and 
roads. School children may plant trees, 
and it is said that now schools have 
no excuse to be without planting, as 
there are many beautiful plants that 
may be encouraged to thrive upon 
even barren lands. 

Each and every Woman’s Club can 
take a part in arousing sucli im- 
petus for beautifying surroundings, 
and it is the ideal service for a Club 
by way of making successful this 
splendid thought of "Garden Week.” 

CONTESTS. Two interesting con- 
tests are announced by the General 
Federation, through the Division of 
Community Service, which is a branch 
of tlie Department of Public Welfare. 
These are in keeping with the above 
ideal of city improvement. The first 
is a “Clean Up, Paint Up Campaign" 
to begin at once, continue for a year, 
and close April 1. 1932. To the Junior 
Club of a State Federation, whose 
work in this field lias been most out- 
standing of all Junior Clubs, the Divi- 
sion of Community Service will pre- 
sent at the Biennial at Seattle, a prize 
of twenty-five dollars to the Club, and 
a General Federation Junior Ring to 
the Junior Club president. The con- 
test will he conducted by States, and 
all reports from Junior Clubs of work 
done in connection with the Clean Up, 
Paint Up Campaign must be sent di- 
rect to t he State chairman of Com- 
munity Service, who in turn will sub- 
mit such reports to a committee of 
Judges who will make flnul decision 
on the winning report in the State. 
Full instructions may be obtained from 
the State chairman of Community Ser- 
vice or from the chairman of Junior 
Membership. Packets of literature 
which will he of material assistance 
in giving suggestions as to what may 
be done, and how, may also be ob- 
tained from these State chairmen, 
these being furnished by the Nutional 
Clean Up and Paint Up Campaign Bu- 
reau, 3lu East 45th street, New York 
City, whicli organization is sponsoring 
thii ( ampaign and which will present 
silver trophy cups to the communities 
o! the stati • ntering the contest and 
making greatest progress in commu- 
nity cleanliness and beautification 
within tlie year. 

This opportunity is recommended to 
the Junior Clubs in Newton. 

The second contest is one of prize 
essuy on "Community Planning and 
Woman's Part In It," with four prizes 
offered: fifty dollars, twenty-five dol- 
lars, fifteen dollars and ten dollars. 
Each Stute competing must pay an 
entry fee of one dollar, which must ac- 
company the manuscript submitted. 
The contest is open to all State, Dis- 
trict, County und local chairmen of 
Community Service committees of 
Clubs holding membership in a State 
Federation or in the General Federa- 
tion. Essays uro limited to 2,000 
words, and must he written clearly in 
ink, or typewritten, on one side of 
the paper only. They must be sent to 
someone placed in charge of the Stute 


contest by the State Federation Execu- 
tive Board, and three copies of the 
winning State essay must bo sent by 
April 1, 1932, to the General Federa- 
tion chairmnn of Community Service, 
Mrs. W. E. Minier, of Oakland, Ne- 
braska. The essay winning first prize 
will be rend at the 1932 Biennial Con- 
vention at Senttle, and published in 
the Clubwoman. 

Awards will he made on knowledge 
shown of Community Planning, and 
on workable suggestions for enlisting 
active interest of women and work- 
able suggestions for action. 

Literature that will be helpful may 
he obtained from various sources, a 
list of which appears in the Clubwom- 
an for April, 1931, on page 24. The 
Clubwoman, which is the official mag- 
azine of the General Federation, may 
be found at the Newton Library,

Cooking is 
one of the line 
arts, and the 
careful choice 
of well-prepared 
food is perhaps 
the most im- 
port part of the 
great business 
of living. We 
are built of the 
food we eat — 
physically, men 
tally, and even 
emotionally. Lei 
me then urge housewives to re- 
member, always, that a wisely-feo 
man is healthier in body, keener 
in brain, and vastly improved in 
disposition. 

There is much more to cooking 
than the mere purchase of certain 
foods at the grocery store and the 
application of heat to that food in 
the home. Indeed, the problem 
of eating begins at the grocery 
store. 

In this new column 1 am going 
to try to save you money in your 
grocery budget, through wise pur- 
chasing, and to tell you how rela- 
tively inexpensive cuts of meats, 
as well us muny other types of 
food, can be made into delightful, 
tasty and attractive dishes through 
intelligent preparation and skill- 
ful cooking — and with often great- 
er food value than far more expen- 
sive dishes would have. 

I shall present to you, in other 
words, dishes prepared with an 
eye to your taste, your pocket- 
book, and your health. 

The proper preparation of food 
in the home — where food should 
be prepared, for the sake of econ- 
omy, health and tastefuluuss — is a 
science us well us an urt. But 
neither of these factB should pre- 
vent us from muking eating one 
of the most pleusunt und enjoy- 
able parts of our every-day life. 

On tli© scientific side of food 
preparation we learn of the three 



major divisions of foods and their 
relative value in the maintenance 
of health. The three divisions 
are: 

Group 1 — Muscle and Tissue 
Builders. 

Group 2 — Heat and Energy 
Makers. 

Group 3 — Body Regulators. 

A wise meal should contain a 
representative of each group. The 
percentage of food from one 
group, however, depends on the 
needs of each individual. The la- 
borer, for example, spending his 
day at hard, manual work, re- 
quires much food from Group 2, 
while the growing child requires 
more food from Group 1. 

In today’s recipe I am laying 
stress on one way inexpensive 
meat may be prepared in an un- 
usually effective and tasteful main 
dish. Here it is — the recipe for 
Swiss Steak, serving eight per- 
sons: 

Swiss Steak 

2 pounds round steak, 2 inches 
thick 

’A cup bacon drippings 
cup flour 
1 cup water 
1 cup tomato liquor 
1 small onion, sliced 
1 cup diced carrots 

% green pepper, chopped 
1 cup peas 
Salt, pepper 

Sear steak on both sides in bacon 
drippings. Remove to casserole, 
add flour and liquid to bacon fat, 
and cook until thick. Add vegeta- 
bles und pour over steak. Cover 
and bake at 350 degrees for 3 
hours.

Just as a warning to business men, 
office managers and employers in gen- 
eral! 

One of the energetic (sometimes) 
staff approached his boss — a Newton 
man, by the way. (Excuse the blush- 
es). 

"Can I go out and get a haircut?" 

"Not on office time,” the stern su- 
perior answered. 

"Why not? It grows on office time.” 


Are you able to walk like a letter- 
carrier? If not you should learn, for 
the Massachusetts Saefty Council has 
declared that the letter carrier is the 
model pedestrian because he "walks 
without undue haste.” And to empha- 
size its point the Council adds, "If the 
average pedestrian gave the same at- 
tention to the problems of crossing the 
street the motorists would find it 
equally difficult to hit him.” 

Of course this implies that automo- 
bile drivers are more or less eager to 
knock off a pedestrian, but I think 
that is really putting it rather strong. 
Some people are of that opinion, I 
know. Back in the days when cars 
were not as common, I was visiting a 
farm and a motorist among the guests 
decided to give our farmer host a ride 
through the hills of that section. We 
are ail rather eager to learn how the 
farmer reacted. When he alighted, 
after a two-hour trip, we surrounded 
him and asked, "What kind of a ride 
did you have?” 

"Wasn’t much,” replied the farmer, 
“we didn’t hit anything.’ 

Rather than precipitate a discussion 
of the rights of the driver as compared 
with those of the pedestrian, let’s get 
back to the letter carrier and his suc- 
cess in keeping out of the accident 
ward. The Safety Council bases its 
declaration on figures which show that 
in five years 600 letter carriers at- 
tached to the Boston postal district 
have been injured in the line of duty 
but only three of these were struck 
by automobiles in crossing the streets. 

"Undue haste” is to be avoided by 
all of us now that it is proven the 
letter carrier prospers physically with- 
out it. Well, I have been trying to 
understand how he does it and am 
prepared to follow his example if I 
could learn the secret. Study of the 
question has convinced me that if I 
had a great heavy bag, loaded with 
letters, bills, magazines, newspapers 
and assorted advertising circulars I. 
too, would make my way without 
"undue haste,” or any other kind of 
haste. I would find the burden so great 
that I would have to stop every dozen 
yards or so and place it on the ground. 

And as if carrying a great pack of 
mail was not enough a letter carrier 
must expect to be stopped by people 
on his route asking, "Anything for me 
today?” Then, strangers, will block 
his path with questions as to where 
this street is located or that person 
lives, or does he think it is going to 
rain, etc., etc. There are some dogs 
who bark at letter carriers and al- 
though they may not mean to show 
any disrespect for the uniformed rep- 
resentative of Uncle Sam it must be 
admitted that the experience is not a 
pleasant one. 

Well, I am glad that letter carrier 
has swung into fame and especially 
pleased that he is a hero because of 
his soundness of limb and body rather 
than the other way round.

If there happens to be an Ancestors’ 
Protective Society or a Forefathers’ 
Defence League, or both, a special 
meeting of members should be called 
at once. Here is something which de- 
mands attention. A slander has been 
uttered against certain persons who 
may or may not be able to protest but 
who deserve at any rate a fair trial 
and a just verdict. It is the only 
squure thing, as I see it and I might 
add that, although I see many things 
that are going on these days, not all 
of them are square as they might be. 

From some unknown source, and I 
have not yet had time to make a com- 
plete investigation, as the crime re- 
porters put it, there has been placed 
on my office desk a small, eight-page 
publication, called "The Old Louisiana 
Lottery.” It is dated, “Puerto Cortez, 
Honduras,” which, unless my gazetteer 
is wholly inaccurate, was never and 
is not now in the State of Louisiana. 
That is not the source of my agitation, 
for I never cared much about geogra- 
phy one way or the other. Confiden- 
tially, geography was, in my school 
days and is now, a closed book. 

The stealthy individual who placed 
the lottery publication on my desk 
may have thought that he was going 
to induce me to buy lottery tickets. 
Possibly he knew that I, with the rest 
of the world, would rend the published 
stories in daily newspapers of great 
winnings made by holders of certain 
tickets in grand sweepstakes, and, in- 
spired by my usual grasping tenden- 
cies, I would want to make a little 
easy money myself. Well, as far as 
want of ready of money is concerned 
— aren’t we all? But. the pamphlet is 
so designed or stupidly edited as to 
anger the most avaricious. It declares, 
in display type, that the lottery is, 
"The One Your Father Played” and 
also, "The One Your Grandfuther 
Played.” Well, what do you think of 
the family skeleton now? Pinning the 
bee on father and grandfather! 


Let us study this lottery racket, for 
if there is anything that is more bra- 
zen in printed form then I have never 
had it tossed my way and believe me, 
a lot of weird writing has been shoved 
in my direction. This document for 
"under cover" investors has a warning 
lino, "Bo sure and get your receipt 
which is proof that your stub is at 
headquarters.” They might have been 
a little more frunk and udded, "und 
your money is ut headquarters, too, 
where it is likely to remain.” 

Another astounding piece of hocus- 
pocus is the assertion of these lottery 
promoters, which reads as follows: 
“That our younger reuders may get 
the true facts concerning this lottery 
we will first give the principal portion 
of the luws of the State of Louisiana 
which gave the Louisiana Lottery its 
legal right to do business und prevent- 
ed uny other from operating iu that 


State.” After giving what purports 
to be a summary of the law passed 
in 1S68, the booklet says, "Please note 
all tickets which read for example 
0062S0 are listed as 4 numbers the ‘0’ 
in front are always omitted iu our 
bulletin.” Which, as 1 read it, means 
that you get nothing but less than 
nothing. But, joking aside, there is 
no reading matter to tell the would-be 
plunger that Louisiana does not rec- 
ognize this or any other lottery and 
that such an enterprise is illegal and 
not permitted anywhere in the United 
States. 

For those who still like their cross- 
word puzzles I feel I should briefly de- 
scribe the “plan of drawing” and the 
"extract from the rules and regula- 
tions of the lottery.” The booklet says, 
"There will be three urns numbered 
1, 2 and 3. The urn No. 1 will contain 
9000 cards, which indicates the 9000 
tickets of which the lottery. If from 
Urn No. 1 is drawn a card bearing 
the hundred from 3601 to 3700 and 
from Urn No. 2 is drawn a curd with 
No. 41 it is understood that the prize 
drawn from Urn 3 is to be assigned to 
the No. 3641. Numbers drawn from 
Urn 2 are to be replaced iu the urn 
as those are necessary to determine 
the other hundreds yet to be drawn. 
The 99 prizes of 200 each will be as- 
signed without drawing the 99 num- 
bers of which contains the first prize 
of $100,000.” 

If this is the lottery that "your 
father placed” and the "one your 
grandfather played” I am prepared to 
state, on this evidence alone, that 
these gentlemeu must have been pret- 
ty smart at figures in their day. To 
me it is one of those stunts which 
defy algebraic and geometric experts. 
One thing, however, is plain to me. 
(By the way, anything that is plain to 
me may be seen for miles with the 
naked eye.) And that is the use of 
the word "Urn” in connection with this 
lottery. Urns are used for burning 
things and these urus are fine places 
for burning up your money. 


Some of the balmy breezes wafted 
from the Sunny South have reached 
us in Newton these early April duys. 
Not exactly by air or air mull, but 
nevertheless safely enough there has 
come from Georgia to this column, 
the following: 

"Dear Mr. Bentley— in case you have 
an idea that all the political rows oc- 
cur north of the Mason and Dixon line 
I usk you to peruse the following from 
the CartersviUe (Ga.) Tribune-News: 

” ’Truly, it can be said, that Georgia 
is not the only State suffering from 
mismanagement and strife of one kind 
and another. We are hoping that when 
Dick Russell assumes his place in the 
Governor’s chair a better day will 
dawn for the Empire State of the 
South, and we ure confident it will. 


The Governor-elect has the confidence 
of the people and of a majority of the 
incoming Legislature to an extent not 
enjoyed by a chief executive in a gen- 
eration, and that fact alone will go 
far toward creating more confidence 
in State affairs.’ ” 

I have followed the request of our 
correspondent and studied the above 
editorial carefully. The best I can 
say is that politics are politics and 
that they know no South, no North, 
no East and no West (Chicago espe- 
cially), which seems to make every- 
thing all right and even. 


That almost immortal phrase. "No- 
body loves a fat man” will linger. I 
daresay, for a long, long time. And 
with it. for some of us, at least, will 
remain pleasant memories of the man 
who spoke it on the stage, Maclyn Ar- 
buckle. All you need do, if you don’t 
recall him at once, is to think of the 
performance of "The Round Up” at 
the Colonial Theatre when as "Slim 
Hoover,” Mr. Arbuckle played the 
good-natured, two-fisted sheriff. Every- 
thing he said and did pleased the au- 
dience, including his amazing skill at 
rolling a cigarette with one hand, the 
other being occupied, as I recall, with 
grasping a revolver which "covered" 
the villain. 

Mr. Arbuckle is not to be confused 
with the movie actor of a decade or so 
ago whose conduct sent him from a 
prominent place on the screen to com- 
plete obscurity. Maclyn was not re- 
lated to him but himself a fine, up- 
standing gentleman who had been in 
the theatrical profession long before 
the screen performer appeared before 
the public. 

In Newton we should have an espe- 
cial interest in Maclyn Arbuckle, 
whose passing I am sure we all regret. 
He studied ut the Allen School in West 
Newton and lived for a time as a 
youngster with relatives here. That 
was in the early eighties. There are 
a few Newton men. boys of that era, 
who played in Furlow Purk with Mac- 
lyn. 

Personally, I recall that the late 
Rev. Dr. George Wolfe Shinn, rector 
of Grace Church so many years, per- 
formed the marriage ceremony for Mr. 
and Mrs. Maclyn Arbuckle. Dr. Shinn 
told me how the actor had attended 
Grace Church years ago and wanted to 
be married there. Dr. Shinn conducted 
the marriage service iu the chapel and 
later entertained bride and groom at 
luncheon in his own home.

NEWTON W. C. T. U. 

A very interesting meeting of the 
Newton Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union was held on Thursday, 
April 2 at the Newton Methodist 
Church. The reports showed a great 
deal of active work done. Mrs. Fris- 
bie Sherlock of Los Angeles, Cal., told 
briefly of the splendid Interest and 
gain in members in California. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Mrs. W. E. Birdsall of Newton whose 
subject was “Is Prohibition Coming 
or Going?” Mrs. Birdsall said in 
part: “If one reads nothing hut news- 
papers one might think the whole 
world has gone wet, even the Sa- 
hara Desert. The wets have had a 
great deal of publicity and have made 
some gains as in Massachusetts, New 
York, Nevada. Montana, Wisconsin 
and recently Illinois, six stutes in all. 
but seven states, Iowa, Washington, 
Missouri,- Arizona, New Mexico. Ver- 
mont (the latter turning down a wet 
proposal and electing a dry Republi- 
can Senator) and South Dakota have 
all turned down wet proposals, South 
Dakota passing a ringing resolution 
against the ‘Insistent, pernicious ef- 
fort against t lie 18th Amendment and 
heartily and sincerely commending. 
President Hoover and dry leaders.’ 

"There have been many encourag- 
ing signs for the drys — splendid en- 
forcement, making the business of 
bootlegging a very precarious one and 
complete co ordination of all the dry 
agencies with headquarters in Wash- 
ington; the Supreme Court's unani- 
mous decision against Judge Clark; 
the dry proposals of the Wickersham 
committee, viz. No repeal, no modi- 
fication. no state control, more en- 
forcement: the fact that the Demo- 
cratic National Committee did not 
dare to espouse repeal; the refusal 
of the State Department to allow any 
charge? for liquor in U. S. embassies 
abroad; the steady deportation of al- 
iens breaking our laws. Then, too. 
the type of organizations supporting 
the dry cause, viz.: the Christian 
churches, the Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the Parent Teachers Associa- 
tion, the Nationul Education Associa- 
tion. the Christian Endeavorers, the 
Salvation Army and welfare organiza- 
tions. tlie National Grange and many 
other civic and high grade organiza- 
tions, is convincing. 

Not only at home but abroud steady 
gains are being made for a sober 
world. Switzerland, surrounded by 
wine-making countries, has passed a 
very restrictive law regarding alco- 
hol; Prussia, locale of beer drinkers 
and fat paunches, has passed new re- 
strictive prohibitions cuusing the 
brewers and saloons to "fear the grad- 
ual drying up of the country”; Japan 
is intensely interested in our “noble 
experiment" giving large audiences 
to Bishop Thomas Nicholson during 
his recent visit and Mexico is spon- 
soring a nation-wide campaign against 
the use of alcohol, 
churches, the Federation of Women's 

”ln fact, in spite of the savage at- 
tacks of the liquor interests, in spite 
of the Ra.ikobs. in spite of the huge 
amounts contributed by Mr. Dupont, 
and the $853,000 spent by the Associa- 
tion Opposed to the Prohibition 
Amendment, in spite of the quaint the- 
ories of the Judge Clarks and tlie ora- 
tory of the Becks and tho constant 
fanning of the flames by tlie press the 
wets are making surprisingly small 
gains. The’ drys are not retreating. 
They are holding their ground and will 
soon advance. Prohibition is coming, 
not going.” 

Mrs. George W. Barber, and the la- 
dies of tlie church acted as hostesses, 
serving u very delightful tea. A solo 
by Mrs. Frank Jones was finely ren- 
dered.

Woman’s Club of Newton Highlands 

As a brilliant ending to Miss Eunice 
Harriet Avery’s eighth season with the 
Woman’s Club of Newton Highlands, a 
capacity audience greeted the speaker 
on Tuesday, April 7, in tlie Parish 
House of the Congregational Church. 
Miss Avery selected as her subject, "A 
New Slant on Spain, Education and 
Art,” somewhat unlike the usual cur- 
rent event lecture, but completely ab- 
sorbing and highly informing. The 
picture of Spain as drawn by Miss Av- 
ery shows the remnants of an empire 
which has lived for self alone, passing 
through the same drama as experi- 
enced in the days of Runnymede. 
While Spain is socially democratic, It 
Is aristocratic politically, and only re- 
cently has freedom of speech and 
press been granted. Miss Avery said. 
Now, she continued, it is seeking to 
increase its revenue by building roads 
and hotels to encourage and to receive 
tourists, and factories are being built 
to foster industry and trade. Miss 
Avery stated that education is not ed- 
ucation unless it gives the power to 
think, the ability to distinguish be- 
tween quality and quantity, and a 
sense of social responsibility. The ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the pro- 
gressive schools of today were pre- 
sented, also the educational experiment 
being carried on by the University of 
Chicago. 

Miss Avery not only imparted new 
facts, but inspired her listeners with 
tlie desire to learn more about these 
experiments for themselves. In the de 
velopment of art, Miss Avery said that 
America is leading today. As today is 
an era of machinery and industry, so 
art must differ from that of Rome and 
Athens. The sky-scraper, rising sheer 
and sturk. built of tons of steel, cop- 
per, glass ami concrete, is the symbol 
of the courage, the sense of power and 
service which is expressed in modern 
art. Modern music, also, is the result 
of this machine age. with the synco- 
pation of the little under parts com- 
bining with the rise and fall of the 
huge driving parts to make a contin- 
uous rhythm. In conclusion, Miss Av- 
ery quoted Carl Sandberg's “Steel” as 
an illustration of the new art that is 
beginning to flower.

Mussolini's Wisdom. 

President Hoover telegraphed the 
widow of Knute Rockne, ”1 know that 
every American grieves with you.” A 
great teacher was Rockne. He con- 
vinced himself that his boys could win, 
convinced them that they could win, 
and they did win. 

Success depeuds on transferring 
ideas from your own head into the 
heads of others. 

Knute Rockne, possessing will pow- 
er that enabled him to develop un- 
limited energy, courage and determi- 
nation iu young men, was the idol of 
millions, the despair of competition. 

He had trained his football players 
to realize the Invincible power of 
“shock” attack with force back of it. 

Now in such a shock, his life is 
destroyed. 

Nature strikes with horrible force. 
In six seconds Managua, capital of 
Nicaragua, was destroyed, every build- 
ing in the business district levelled, 
more than a thousand killed, two 
thousand injured. 

No attack iu war equals that. 

And the Managua disaster is trifling 
compared with the Lisbon earthquake 
of Nov. 1, 1755. 

In an instant the great city of 
Portugal became a mass of ruins. A 
tidal wave rolled in, wrecking ship- 
ping in the Tngus, drowning many. 
Theu lire broke out to complete the 
destruction. 

Mrs. Edith MeCormick, daughter of 
John D. Rockefeller, has bought, for 
$185, 0U0, a Persian rug more than 500 
years old at auction iu London, and 
Mrs. McCormick’s brother, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., is said to have com- 
peted as bidder, through an agent. 

The rug, one of the “Persian animal 
carpets,” could tell interesting stories 
of feet that walked over it. 

The Russian giant, Peter the Great, 
had it in his Winter palace. Later it 
was given as a present to the Emperor 
of Austria. 

Americau manufacturers, by the 
way, make by machinery rugs that 
the best judjfe can with difficulty dis- 
tinguish from the genuine Oriental. 

The Angels probably would prefer 
the machine-made to the Oriental 
rugs ou which little children often 
work twelve and fourteen hours a day. 

Hands across the sea can be shaken 
mournfully. Great Britain has a deficit 
of $125,000,000. 

President Hoover, back from the 
Virgin Islands, finds what looks like a 
deficit of $700,000,000, due to a drop 
iu income taxes.

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Mental Hygiene Discussed At 

Meeting Of Central Council 

Speakers Tell of Various Phases and Cite Importance of More 
General Use of Service 


The monthly Welfure Luncheon 
Conference of the Newton Central 
Council was held on Wednesday noon, 
April 8th, at the Methodist Church In 
Newtonville. Miss Sybil Foster, Edu- 
cational Secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Society of Mental Hygiene, wns 
the speaker. 

Luncheon was served by the New- 
ton District Nursing Association. At 
the request of Mrs. Spear, President 
of the Council, Mrs. Sumuel F. Tower, 
Vice President of the District Nurs- 
ing Association, spoke of the varied 
types of work being done by that or- 
ganization. Less well-known than the 
regular bedside nursing are the Well- 
Baby Clinics, the prenatal and wel- 
fare work, and the tuberculosis bed- 
side nursing. Mrs. Tower spoke of 
the graduated scale of prices, for 
those not able to pay at all up to those 
who can pay the full cost of nurs- 
ing, and urged all members of the 
community to use the Association 
whenever it could be of service to 
them. 

Mrs. Stephen E. Wright. Secretary 
of the Welfare Conference, read the 
records of the last meeting, after 
which the meeting was turned over to 
Miss Annis M. Sturgis, Psychologist 
of the Newton schools. Miss Sturgis 
spoke of the help which teachers 
could get from the bulletins of the 
Mental Hygiene Society. Two phrases 
always appear on these bulletins — 
“Mental disease is preventable”; 
"Mental health is procurable.” She 
introduced Miss Foster as one who 
helped people to get and keep mental 
health. 

Miss Foster explained that mental 
health is not just freedom from men- 
tal disease, but living at one’s maxi- 
mum. There are all sorts of warpings 
and twistings of personality which 
should be remedied, and the work of 
the Society is chiefly to And and cure 
these. It spreads information and 
tries to create the right public opin- 
ion in regard to mental health, com- 
bating the idea that there is any dis- 


grace in having mental difficulties and 
urging people to get treatment for 
mental ills as readily as they would 
go to a doctor or hospital for physi- 
cal ills. 

The Mental Hygiene Society is a 
privately supported state-wide organi- 
zation, and co operates in the closest 
way with the State Department of 
Mental Disease which runs clinics and 
hospitals throughout the state. The 
Mental Hygiene Society specializes in 
the preventive side of the work. 

The society organizes Child Guid- 
ance or Habit Clinics for pre-school 
children wherever there is found to 
be a need for them, and also makes 
an effort to persuade parents to send 
children with personality difficulties 
to these clinics. 

A Speakers’ Bureau providing suit- 
able speakers for various groups in- 
terested in mental hygiene is another 
service of the society. They publish 
three bulletins, one a monthly of cur- 
rent information; one a quarterly on 
the "Human Factor in Industry.” 
This latter interprets psychological 
material for business men in their 
own language, adapting general prin- 
ciples of mental hygiene to practical 
business affairs. The Society also 
publishes a bulletin especially for 
teachers. No terms can be too strong 
to describe the strategic position 
which teachers hold in regard to men- 
tal hygiene. Parent-Teachers’ Asso- 
ciations, as well as schools, are groups 
with which the Society carries on 
its educational work. 

Camp and Scout groups are also 
very important as home substitutes. 
The Society holds conferences with 
camp councillors in order to give a 
better understanding to this group 
of the principles of mental hygiene. 
Both Boy and Girl Scouts are tre- 
mendously important, as there are 
huge numbers of adolescents of a nor- 
mal type, susceptible to the influence 
of mental hygiene. 

Work has been done in the colleges,

Book Week Is 

Highly Educational 

Printing and Journal Inin Included 
in Exhibit 


“Book Week” whicii was observed 
at the high school this week was not 
by any means a mere exhibit of mus- 
ty old hooks. It was for the most 
part a display of the results of the 
work of the pupils extending back 
over many weeks which has taken 
them into the entire history of print- 
ing and bookmaking, and of Journal- 
ism as conducted today throughout 
the entire civilized world. 

For Instance, there was an exhibit 
of 70 newspapers from forty different 
countries by Marguerite Fuller which 
was awarded first prize In that de- 
partment. Displays which visualized 
the development of bookmaking from 
the earliest days of printing and spot 
maps showing the development of lit- 
erature in terms of world geography 
were equally interesting and reflected 
credit upon the training which the 
English classes are receiving in worth 
while research. 

The following statement of the com- 
mittee in charge as to the aims of the 
project is as follows and shows the 
breadth of the work: 

The realization of the importance of 
printing and bookmaking to the his- 
tory of civilization. 

New educational and cultural ex- 
periences for every boy and girl in 
Newton High School. 

Pupil investigation of special prob- 
lems. 

New ideas for composition, oral and 
written. 

Intelligent use of school and public 
libraries. 

Increased interest in reading. 

Extra-curricula projects for leisure. 

The subject includes the history of 
hooks and hookmaking, printing, mag- 
azines and newspapers from their 
origin until the present day. 

The first prize for loan exhibits 
went to Eleanor Weston for an Old 
Testament dating from the 12th cen- 
tury which was beautifully hand il- 
luminated. The second prize went to 
Robert Ashley for two books by 
Florus Elzevir and a series of pa- 
pers published in 1588. The third 
prize went to Leighton and Norman 
Harris. 

The exhibits from outside consisted 
of 216 different loans from 144 pu- 
pils. The exhibit of work done by 
the pupils consisted of over 500 arti- 
cles. The work of preparation was 
done by the pupils mostly out of 
school hours.

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Newton Fire Losses 
Show Large Increase 

Depart nient Re*fM>mIed To I860 
Alarms In 1930 


The annual report of the Newton 
Fire Department, prepared by Chief 
Randlett was issued on Wednesday. 
The report showH that during last 
year 1360 calls were answered by the 
department. There were 283 alarms 
pulled from boxes, 89 still alarms and 
988 telephone calls. 

Buildings totally destroyed num- 
bered 12, buildings severely damaged 
13, buildings slightly damaged 127. 
Fires In buildings on which no in- 
surance claim was made numbered 
121 and the total number of fires in 
buildings was 273. Dump fires to- 
talled 148. automobile fires 102, mis- 
cellaneous fires 626, needless calls 99, 
false alarms 32. Mutual aid responses 
to other cities and towns numbered 
65. 

The value of buildings and contents 
threatened was $5,274,260, automobiles 
$15,624. These buildings, contents 
and automobiles were insured for $3,- 
986,090. The total losses on the 
buildings, contents and cars was $108,- 
510.39. This was a large increase 
over the losses of 1929 which were 
only $59,138.47. That year, however, 
was one of the lightest in the past 
10 years, as regarded Are losses. 
Thirty new hydrants were installed 
during 1930, making a total of 1446 
in the city.

NEWTON IS AWARDED 
B. A. A. MEET TITLE 

The outcome of the B. A. A. Indoor 
schoolboy track meet last February 
14th was finally decided this week in 
fnvor of the Newton High team who 
have been adjudged the winners, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Wil- 
liam F. Garcelon, chairman of the 
athletic committee of the B. A. A. It 
will be remembered that the outcome 
of the meet depended on the times 
made in the final relay between Hunt- 
ington School and Worcester Academy 
during which race the unfortunate 
mixup occurred. Previous to the re- 
lays Newton was the leading point 
scorer. Huntington was awarded the 
meet when clocked In questionable 
time In Its relay and Worcester Acad- 
emy was placed second. 

On checking the time which would 
have created a new world’s record 
for the mile relay it was found that 
one set of the runners had run but 
two instead of the three prescribed 
laps. Huntington, in view of the final 
decision, is somewhat the victim of 
c ircumstances not of its own making. 
On the other hand. Newton, had no ac- 
tion been taken, would have been left 
in a similar predicament. Newton 
has been awarded the trophy cup em- 
blematic of the chnmpionship and in 
view of Huntington's sportsmanship in 
the affair the latter school has been 
presented with a bronze plaque. Win 
Marling, coach of Huntington and Don 
Enoch, coach at Newton, were both 
most fair about the incident, wishing 
only that a ruling fair to all parties 
concerned might be made. 

Newton now has the satisfaction of 
having won the first three major in- 
terscholastics of the season and plac- 
ing second In the fourth. In addition 
to winning all its dual meets Newton 
captured the Northeastern University 
interscholastics, the B. A. A., the An- 
dover Academy interscholastica and 
wound up the season by finishing sec- 
ond to Boston English in the State 
indoor meet. The 1931 season was 
the most successful of any indoor 
track season the orange and black 
ever had. 

Chairman Garcelon’s letter announc- 
ing the decision to award Newton the 
B. A. A. meet follows: 

The athletic committee of the Bos- 
ton Athletic Association deeply re- 
grets the error made by one of the 
best and most experienced officials In 
the state at the annual games on Feb- 
brnary 14. This caused some question 
as to the awarding of the Interschol- 
astic cup. 

Huntington school and the Newton 
High school were* affected in their 
championship aspirations. 

Huntington school communicated 
with the committee and has generous- 
ly suggested that the result of the 
relay race be disregarded. 

The attitude of the Newton High 
school was also generous and sports- 
manlike. 

Eliminating the relay race in ques- 
tion it is obviously Impossible to 
award the cup to Huntington which 
lost its opportunity to win through the 
error and Newton stands the high 
point winner. 

The cup therefore is awarded to 
Newton. 

In view of the splendid attitude of 
Huntington school, the committee 
will present to that school a bronze 
plaque for its sportsmanlike attitude 
in an unfortunate situation.

Catcher Tommy Lyons was the first 
prospect to be injured when he split 
his finger.

ABOUTTOWN

Residents on Islington road, Auburn- 
dale are close to nature. Islington road 
adjoins the rear of Norumbega park 
and the Charles River is nearby. A 
week ago Sunday two beavers made a 
brief appearance in J. Arthur Wilson’s 
yard. A couple of nights later Mr. 
Wilson had another proof that Spring 
Is here. He doused the light in his 
chamber and was getting into bed, 
when he got out again with rapidity. 
A hornet had parked on the pillow 
Blip and stung Mr. Wilson’s hand. 

One of the growing problems con- 
fronting Newton is that of covering 
brooks. For years people residing 
along Laundry Brook, where it courses 
parallel to Jackson road have been ask- 
ing that this brook be covered. Dur- 
ing the past few years other demands 
have been made for the covering of 
other brooks, including Cheesecake 
Brook, Paul Brook, Stearns Brook, 
Fhlmunds Brook and Hammond Brook. 
Now the city is seriously considering 
the covering of Dresser Brook and 
within the past few weeks a petition 
has been sent to the Aldermen asking 
that a small brook running through 
the former Lord estate north of Cabot 
street be covered. In past years these 
brooks were regarded as scenic assets 
as they ran through meadows and 
woodland, but as the city has rapidly 
developed the little streams have be- 
come surrounded by residences and in- 
stead of being natural watercourses 
they have evolved into drains for sur- 
face water from streets and into re- 
positories for rubbish. Naturally, the 
people residing in the older parts of 
the city who have been endeavoring 
for years to get their particular brook 
covered, believe they have prior claim 
to recofenition over the newer sections 
developed within the past few’ years, 
or less.

A West Newton woman was pain- 
fully injured and disabled for many 
weeks as a result of boys digging 
holes in a gravel sidewalk in which 
to play marbles. The holes w'ere dug 
on the inside of a gravel sidewalk on 
River street, near Sheridan street and 
one of these holes caused the woman 
to stumble and tear an ankle ligament. 
She has not been able to perform her 
household duties for many weeks and 
in addition the expenses of medical 
attendance has been incurred. Par- 
ents and school teachers should warn 
boys against the dangerous practice 
of digging holes, even shallow holes 
in sidewalks. The hole which caused 
the injury to this woman was only a 
couple of inches in depth, but suffi- 
cient to cause the painful and tedious 
injury. 


We have been asked by a lady to 
comment on the growing practice of 
boys riding bicycles on sidewalks with 
no regard for the rights or safety of 
pedestrians. It is against the law to 
ride bicycles on sidewalks, but be- 
cause of the menace occasioned by 
automobile traffic the police have been 
countenancing this practice. How- 
ever, when the number of boy and 
girl bicycle riders has greatly in- 
creased in the past two years, when 
they not only disregard pedestrians’ 
safety in residential sections, but also 
in business districts, it is about time 
that the police took some action to 
curb bicycle riding on sidewalks. Spe- 
cial privileges to children should not 
receive more consideration than legal 
rights of pedestrians.

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FIRE LOSSES 

There is much food for thought in the increase in fire losses 
in Newton, which took a large jump last year as shown by 
the annual report of Fire Chief Randlett. Forty odd causes 
are listed for the 1360 calls answered by the local fire de- 
partment of which ninety-nine were needless. Grass, brush 
and rubbish fires, as was to be expected, led the list, with 
fires in dumps and automobiles next in order. Careless smok- 
ing was responsible for 77 calls being sent in for aid from the 
fire department, while the careless uses of matches added 
forty-six more. Out of the total number of calls it is reason- 
able to estimate that over two hundred of these might well 
have been prevented through ordinary precautions. Many 
persons were aided in their misfortune by having some in- 
surance return, but one hundred twenty-one buildings on 
which no claim was made or no insurance was carried, suf- 
fered from fire loss. Prevention and protection are two im- 
portant matters when so many needless fires occur.

FINDS GREAT RELIGIONS HAVE 
MUCH IN COMMON 


In answer to the question what was 
the most interesting and striking im- 
pression gained from her recent trip 
around the world. Mrs. Percy E. 
Woodward said that the one idea 
which stands out most vividly is that 
the great world religions have much 
in common. What Hhe saw in India 
fringed on the revolting, but the wor- 
ship she observed in China and 
Japan was beautiful and impressive. 

In India she saw three hundred 
thousand pilgrims bathe in the sacred 
waters of the Ganges in a single mor- 
ning. Their faith was beautiful, but a 
body was cremated on the banks of 
the river and the ashes were swept in- 
to the water among the bathers. The 
body of a bull, sacred to the devotees, 
was floating near. On the other hand, 
the worship of the Chinese and Japan- 
ese Buddists in their beautiful tem- 
ples was striking and seemed to have 
taken on something of the spirit of 
Christianity. 

Mr. and Mrs. Woodward, who live 
on Highland avenue. Newtonville. re- 
turned last week from a world trip last- 
ing four and a half months. They 
toured the main ports of the Mediter- 
ranean. India, Siam. China. Japan and 
stopped for “several glorious clays in 
Honolulu.” They were in Tokyo when 
the princess was born. Flags were 
displayed everywhere, but there were 
no fireworks because the people had 
hoped for a boy and heir to the 
throne. 

In India they crossed country by 
train, travelling far enough to go from 
New York to San Francisco and back 
again as far as St. Louis. The route 
included a detour to the north, but 
shows something of the vastness of 
the country as well as the progress 
which the empire is making In trans- 
portation.

The Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs of 
Newton held a Joint meeting at the 
Woodland Golf Club on Monday noon 
with over a hundred In attendance. 
Vice-President Frank L. Richardson 
of the Rotary Club presided in the 
absence of President Edward Melius 
who was among several Rotarlans at- 
tending a Rotary convention at Provi- 
dence. After extending a welcome to 
the members of the Kiwanis Club he 
called upon Irving O. Palmer, princi- 
pal of the Newton High School to In- 
troduce the speaker. In a few well- 
chosen words Mr. Palmer Introduced 
the guest speaker, Mr. Cameron Beck, 
personnel director of the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Mr. Beck gave a very interesting 
and compelling talk on the respon- 
sibility in the hands of men such as 
those who composed his audience ns 
to the youth of today and preparing 
it for the leadership of tomorrow. He 
stated that youth wus a subject of 
far more importance than finance. 
The modern youth is In a great de- 
gree what the present adult genera- 
tion has made it. There Is little rea- 
son to be afraid of modern youth 
although it must be recognized that 
youth has Its problems. The tempta- 
tions today are thirty times what 
they were in the previous generation. 

He spoke of Wall street as the out- 
standing part of America where men 
of character are chosen to serve. They 
are not men with horned heads and 
cloven hoofs as some would have 
it but are men who have stood the 
acid tests. Youth has a definite rela- 
tion to the leadership of tomorrow 
and the leaders of that day are In 
our hands. Mr. Beck told of the in- 
terviews given by his office to over 
fifty thousand of boys each year. 
Twenty-seven of every hundred are 
fatherless which calls for a great deal 
of attention on Fhe part of the human 
relationship committee. The Ex- 
change does not employ those -who 
remain ignorant voluntarily and about 
seventy percent of those under twen- 
ty years of age are of university 
standard through the pursuit of ed- 
ucation in night schools. The speak- 
er stated that “if you are going to 
be remembered in Massachusetts 
across the years it will not be your 
money but your willingness to put 
your heart Into helping some youth 
to better himself.” Out of seven hun- 
dred youths in a California Industrial 
school seventy-five percent could have 
been saved had they been given a 
chance. 

Mr. Beck cited four fundamentals 
of personnel work the first of which 
he called responsibility to the em- 
ployer. the man who does the worry- 
ing and takes the risk. The second 
is responsibility to the individuals on 
the payroll. No employee should be 
disciplined before his fellow employes 
nor until he has had an opportunity 
to state his side of the case. Dis- 
plays of temper are always flashed 
on the underling. The third respon- 
sibility is civic. Because this is 
America and forces are at work to 
destroy we have a social responsi- 
bility to send our employees home 
better than before. The fourth is the 
responsibility of keeping a job. The 
blue ticket is a tragedy. A discharged 
employee is repeatedly turned down. 
Treatment of a job seeker with cour- 
tesy and care is one of the surest 
ways to develop the best that is In 
the leaders of tomorrow. The prob- 
lem is not going to be solved by edu- 
cators but by greater interest and 
attention to the youth by men of civic 
and industrial standing.

UNDER THEJILDED DOME 

It would not be surprising If this 
session of the General Court, which 
has had before It the Hecoml largest 
number of bills on record for a sin 
gle year, would also become famous 
as one of the longest. If not the long- 
est sessions ever known. Thnt seems 
a gloomy outlook, to be sure, and yet 
there nre numerous reasons for the 
predletion. The differences between 
the Governor and the Republicans who 
do not agree with him in his plans 
for financing IBs additional building 
program, have by no means been set- 
tled. There is likely to he more con- 
troversy, although the end may be 
sold to be in sight. 

However, there are other mntters 
which are certain to he the source 
of long drawn-out discussions. These 
latter include the Boston Elevated leg 
i8lation, the proposed changes in the 
automobile liability insurance law and 
the future of the railroads of Massa- 
chusetts. There are, of course, many 
other matters, but the bills over which 
there is practically certain to he much 
wrangling are those already noted, 
Following the custom of legislatures 
of the past the 1931 body has put 
over until the final days the most 
Important bills. 

The session may adjourn the very 
end of June hut it is more than prob- 
able that it will drag along away In- 
to July. However, it should lie re- 
membered that there were filed for 
consideration 2,081 hills and petitions, 
which is a stupendous task. Up to 
the first of this week approximate- 
ly 75 percent of the matters had been 
reported, which is a trifle behind the 
1929 and 1930 sessions. There are 
37 matters assigned for future and 
146 yet to be assigned for hearing, 
which mukes it plain that there is 
plenty to be done before any thought 
of prorogation may lie entertained. 

Speaker Snltonstall and President 
Bacon were guests Tuesday night of 
Secretary of the Navy Charles Fran- 
cis Adams at a dinner in Washington 
held in honor of President Hoover. 

Representative Luitwieler has had 
u large share in drafting legislation 
to indemnify employes of cities and 
towns in event of motor vehicle acci- 
dents. At present such employes may 
be held financially responsible. Leg- 
islation is needed, in t lie opinion of 
Mr. Luitwieler and others, to protect 
the careful driver from being pen- 
alized for something that is no fault 
of his. The Representative expressed 
his views at a recent hearing before 
the Joint Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

Both branches have accepted reports 
of "no legislation necessary" on those 
sections of the final report of the spe- 
cial commission on laws relating to 
dependent and neglected children as 
relate to permitting the next friend 
of minor children of parents seeking 
divorce to apply for care nnd cus- 
tody and also as relates to appoint- 
ments by the courts of investigators 
and guardians and other cases in- 
volving domestic relations. 

The 1931-32 Manual for the General 
Court was distributed this week. It

Facts o&bout Newton 


Do you know that Newton has a 
river frontage of about 11 miles; that 
the Charles in its sinuous course 
around the city covers that distance? 
Until shortly before the middle of the 
past century, the Charles formed New’- 
ton’s boundary line on three sides, 
with the exception of about three- 
fourths of a mile on the Watertown 
boundary. This section between New- 
ton and Watertown has been the 
property of the latter town since its 
founding in 1620. 

When Cambridge (then Newtowne) 
in 1634 was granted lands on the south 
side of the Charles River for grazing 
purposes the question arose of the 
boundary between Watertown and 
Newtowne. In 1635 the committee in 
charge of defining the boundary line 
decided that the Charles would be the 
south boundary of Watertown, except 
that an area "100 rods in length be- 
neath the wear, and 100 rods in length 
above the wear, and three-score rods 
in breadth, from the river, on the 
southside thereof” should belong to 
Watertown. This was done to give 
Watertown protection for its rights 
on the fish weir which was so val- 
uable to the inhabitants of the old 
town. Alewives swarmed up the stream 
yearly to spawn in Smelt Brook and 
provided an appreciable food supply 
to the little settlement. This brook 
is now known as Laundry Brook. 
When and why it was so named we 
have not been able to ascertain. Per- 
haps some resident of Newton may 
know. The fish weir was located 
about where the brook enters the 
river. 

About the middle of tlu* 19th century, 
when the Fitchburg railroad was built, 
residents of Newton living In the area 
now known as the South Side of Wal- 
tham petitioned the Legislature for 
separation from Newton and annexa- 
tion to Waltham. They argued that 
the new railroad would serve them 
and they desired relief from being 
taxed to help maintain the streets in 
Newton which they had previously 
used for travel to Boston. Their de- 
mand was granted and Newton lost 
several hundreds of acres which later 
became the most valuable section of 
Waltham, including the location of 
the watch factory. 

Incidentally, comparatively few per- 
sons in Newton appreciate the beau- 
ties of tin* Charles, not only by Nor- 
umbegu, hut also in its upper reaches. 
The source of the Charles is between 
Hopkinton und Milford and it passes 
through Bellingham. Franklin, Med- 
way. Millls, Medfield, Sherborn, South 
Natick. Dover. Westwood, Dedham and 
Needham before reaching Newton. 
One of tin- most attractive stretches 
on the Churles is ubove Kenrick 
Bridge between Ouk Hill and Need- 
ham where the stream placidly 
courses through broad meudows in 
open country which appears much as 
It did in past centuries. 

Older historians hud the belief ftiut 
Lief Eric son explored the Charles 
und settled a colony of Norsemen for 
u brief period in this vicinity. A tab- 
let on the old bridge which spuuned 


the river at Galen street. Watertown, 
bore an inscription to this effect. 

The Indian name of the Charles was 
Quinobequin. This name is perpetu- 
ated by a street which runs along Its 
hank between Lower Falls and Upper 
Falls being so designated. Several 
fraternal societies in various places 
also have adopted this name. 

The first mill on the Charles within 
the limits of Newton was erected in 
1688 by John Clark at the Upper Falls 
where the stream dropped over a fall 
20 feet high. John Clark was born 
in Watertown in 1641 and in 1681 his 
father deeded to him 67 acres of land 
on the Dedham road. 

The mill built by Clark was a saw- 
mill. When he died in 1695. his sons 
John and William inherited this mill 
and in 1708 John sold a quarter inter- 
est in it. together with the same share 
in the rights to the dam. stream and 
eel weir to Nathaniel Parker for 12 
pounds sterling, which is about $60 in 
our money. Soon afterward William 
Clark sold half of his interest in the 
mill, stream and eel weir to Nathaniel 
Longley and a grist mill and fulling 
mill were added to the saw-mill. These 
mills, were, of course, crude diminu- 
tive structures but they sufficed to aid 
the colonists in obtaining lumber, meal 
and cloth. 

Subsequently the mills changed 
ownership a number of times and In 
1768 Simon Eliot of Boston, tobaccon- 
ist, purchased the mills for the sum of 
£1700, which shows that property val- 
ues were increasing in the old town. 
He erected a snuff mill and this in- 
dustry was carried on by Eliot and his 
son until 1814, by which time a screw 
factory, wire mill and an annealing 
mill had been added to the plant. In 
that year the property was sold to the 
Elliott Manufacturing Company which 
removed the ancient grist mill and 
lmllt a cotton factory, Otis Pettee hav- 
ing been the mechanical and textile ex- 
pert who superintended the work. Five 
years later Mr. Pettee started the 
shops where for generations cotton 
machinery was manufactured and 
which later became the Saco-Lowell 
Shops, Newton's largest industry. 

In 1781 a second mill was startod 
at Upper Falls by Jonathan Blxby 
who built a dam about where the Wor- 
cester turnpike crosses now and erect- 
ed a suw-mill. In 1799 Mr. Bixby sold 
this property to the Newton Iron 
Works Company which built u rolling 
mill and started operations in 1800 
with Rufus Ellis as Its heud. Iron 
ore. largely from bogs, was procured 
in this vicinity. In those days Penn- 
sylvania imd not become the mining 
Stuto of the Union. In 1809 a null fac- 
tory was erected at this place, und in 
1813 a cotton factory was built on the 
Needhum side of the dam. 

Before 1800 only six families resided 
at Newton Upper Fulls, their members 
working in the little grist, saw und 
snuff mills. Half a century lutor the 
Upper Falls had grown to a thriving 
manufacturing villuge witli 1300 inhab- 
itants and Its industries comprised two 
cotton mills with 11,000 spindles, Pet- 
tee’s machine shops employing 300 
men, an iron furnace making castings, 
u rolling mill and u nail fuctory.

Crook for legislation to prohibit the 
racing of motor boats on the Lord’s 
Day and of Edward W. Toomey for 
legislation to extend the law relative 
to old age assistance to the inmates 
of certain homes and infirmaries. 

Senator Hollis fought consistently 
at every stage the bill to repeal last 
year’s law prohibiting the baiting of 
waterfowl for purposes of slaughter. 
He was unsuccessful, however, and 
the measure wus advanced. 

The members of both branches took 
a “day off” Tuesday to attend the 
opening of the baseball season at 
Braves Field. Although the Senate 
was in session ubout an hour that 
day, the House members were more 
impatient and their session lasted 
only seven minutes. 

The Senate has postponed to April 
22 action on the bill enlarging the 
scope of the definition of pasteurized 
milk. 

Deputy State Health Commissioner 
Clarence L. Scamman. Director of the 
Division of Communicable Diseases, 
has resigned to take a position with 
the Commonwealth Fund of New York 
City founded for the development of 
rural health service in various States. 
He will be succeeded by Assistant Di- 
rector Gaylord W. Anderson of the 
same division. 

Bills for the ubolition of capital 
punishment have been rejected and 
the subject has narrowed down to 
a resolve for an investigation by an 
unpaid commission of five persons as 
to the advisability of the abolition of 
the death penalty in Massachusetts. 
This resolve, however, was not unani- 
mously reported by the Committee on 


Judiciary, six of the 16 members hav- 
ing dissented. This means a scrap. 
The special commission would be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and would 
have $3000 to spend for investigation 
und clerical purposes. 

The Governor has sent his third 
veto to the Legislature. He opposed 
the bill authorizing the Mayor of 
Lowell to refund certain overpayment 
of tuxes. In the Governor’s opinion 
it would delegate too much power to 
the Mayor.

He asked one of them 
what he was doing, and the answer 
was: ‘’Can’t you see I am carrying 
rocks?” The second man he asked 
replied: "I am earning three dollars 
a day.” And the third said: "I am 
building a cathedral." 

A final appeal was made by Miss 
Foster for a more general use of the 
Mental Hygiene Service whenever 
there were any significant mental 
symptoms. Early treatment is as nec- 
essary for mental as for most physi- 
cal ills. 

Miss Sturgis gave an opportunity 
for questions, and then called on Miss 
Elizabeth Ross, Director of the Brook- 
line Health Center. Miss Ross said 
she was glad to be among her New- 
ton friends once more, and also to bo 
where there was a Council of Social 
Agencies to tie all kinds of work and 
workers together. ‘‘Direct contact 
with the people you are always tele- 
phoning to is a good idea,” she said. 
In Brookline the Family Welfare So- 
ciety, and the Health Center which 
form the Brookline Friendly Society, 
have secured for their joint use a 
mental hygiene worker to whom cases 
needing such treatment are referred. 
This arrangement has worked well and 
the Brookline Friendly feels that a 
great deal is accomplished, not only 
by the worker herself, but by the ed- 
ucational work she can do with the 
staff of both organizations. They 
learn to detect mental situations and 
know for what to be on the look-out 
better than over before. Brookline 
still wants a Child Guidance Clinic 
and is determined to have it. In the 
end Newton may want one, too.

Still 
others are overambltious, constantly 
active, restless. They find It difficult 
to concentrate. Children get Into a 
condition of malnutrition because 
their growtli is not watched. To grow 
in height and gain regularly In weight 
is Just ns much a sign of henlth In 
n hoy or girl of nine or ten as in a 
baby. 


Race of Dog Worehipere 

Relics of a tribe of dog worshipers 
excavated in tombs In Palestine wers 
described by Prof. Sir William F. 
Petrie in a lecture at London univer. 
slty. The dog worshipers, oldest 
known human community, existed 
probably 2,000 years before Joshua 
or 3,400 years before Christ, Sir Wil- 
liam said. “The fact that the trlba 
greatly venerated dogs Is proved by 
the remarkable number of small, model 
dogs found In the tombs,” he pointed 
out. “The presence of this tribe also 
helps us to understand the movements 
of Joshua after the Exodus. When 
the Israelites settled In Palestine, 
they are known to have allied with 
the dog-tribe against their enemies.” 
The excavations were made at Beth 
Pellt. 


Piano U Temperamental 

According to Dr. William Bruld 
White, acoustics expert, the piano is 
the “most Intelligent, most versatile 
and most musical" instrument enjoyed 
by liumun beings. 

No player, no matter how skinful, 
cua pluy the same piece in the same 
manner on the piano more than once, 
according to Doctor White. Bach mu- 
sical Instrument has a “temperament” 
of Its own which Is constantly chang- 
ing as expressed In differeot tonal re- 
sponses.

Hedges for this purpose, If to be 
clipped, cun be grown from such 
plunts us buckthorn und honeysuckle. 
These two plunts adapt tHteinselves to 
clipping und rnuko u dense, Impene- 
trable harrier. Wherever a screen, 
heud-high, is needed and there is little 
space uvaiiuhle, plant u hedge.

How Volcanic Islands 

Act as Safety Valves 

Ntunfou is one of the Tonga, or 
Friendly islnnds, situated halfway be- 
tween Samoa nnd Fiji In one of the 
most restless geological arens In the 
world. Stretching across the South 
Pacific from Sanion to North Island, 
New Zealand, there Is a huge fissure 
In the earth’s crust. Volcnnlc islands, 
such ns Nluafou, strewn along this 
gigantic crack, act ns vents for the 
molten mass within the earth. The 
jack-in-the-box Island of Falcon has 
popped up from the ocean’s bottom at 
lenst twice, only to be washed and 
blown nwny each time by sea and 
wind. Only recently It has made its 
reappenrunce again in larger size, act- 
ing ns one of these famous safety 
valves for the earth’s mighty internal 
furnace. 

To passengers of steamers passing 
close, the Island looks like any other 
tropic isle, green with vegetation and 
coconut palms. Clean white houses 
and thatched native churches set in 
grassy lawns dot the hillsides. When 
wind and sea nre quiet, landings are 
made In small open boats which nre 
guided skillfully into a nook partly 
sheltered by fingers of lava flow. Such 
landings nre dangerous and exciting, 
because the boats hob up and down 
with the incoming rollers and scrape 
against the steep, jagged cliffs. — Na- 
tional Geographic Society Bulletin.

The palm tree was 
well understood to represent the Jew- 
ish people In ancient dnys, as, Indeed, 
if does In u sense today. — Montreal 
Star.

From 1840 to 1850, according to im- 
migration records, only 35 entered the 
country, hut during the next decade 
41,307 came to the port of San Fran- 
cisco. About 1870 Chinese coolie im- 
migration began to he a political Is- 
sue and the treaty signed Novemnor 
17, 1880, gave the United States the 
right to regulate, limit or suspend the 
Immigration of new Chinese laborers, 
hut not to prohibit it altogether.

This honor "was given 
in recognition of her many years’ serv- 
ice for education, suffrage, peace and 
the protection of women, particularly 
those unhappy women and girls who 
were deported from Europe during 
the war. and held in Moslem harems. 
Miss Forchhammer, who is sent by 
the Danish Government regularly to 
he League of Nations Assembly, is in 
this country on a lecture tour under 
the auspices of t lie League. She will 
peak on "The International Women’s 
Movement.” 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, author, news- 
paper publisher, and globe trotter, 
will discuss "Modern Phases of Pub- 
licity.” Dr. Homer LeRoy Sluintz. 
president of the University of Ari- 
zona. will speak on "International Re- 
lations.’ I)r. Harvey L. Taylor, presi- 
dent of Gila College, Thatcher, Ari- 
zona. will speak on “What Price Lei- 
sure ?”

O NE THING AND ANOTHER

Why do we celebrnte Patriots’ 
Day? 

Reads as if this was an atti rnpt to 
learn how much or how little you 
know of your country’s history. it 
isn’t anything of the kind. T I if. ques 
tion is put that I may place before 
you an answer that is as about as 
complete and concise as one could 
desire. It tells why April 19 is a 
holiday and furthermore what that 
Iioliday means. 

Recently I gazed at the original of 
the first Patriots’ Day proclamation, 
issued April 11th, 1894, by Governor 
Frederick T. Greenhalge. It so in- 
spired me that I copied it for this col- 
umn and here it is: 

“By an act of the Legislature, duly 
approved, the Nineteenth Day of April 
lias been made a legal holiday. 

"This is a day rich with historical 
and significant events which are 
precious In the eyeB of patriots. It 
may w’ell be called Patriots’ Day. On 
this day in 1775. at Lexington and 
Concord, was begun the great War of 
the Revolution; on this day in 1783, 
just eight years afterwards, the ces- 
sation of the war and the triumph of 
independence was formally pro- 
claimed; and on this day in 1861 the 
first blood was shed in the war for 
the Union. 

"Thus the day is grand with the 
memories of the mighty struggles 
which in one instance brought liberty 
and in the other Union to the coun- 
try. 

"It is fitting therefore, that the day 
should he celebrated as the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Liberty and 
Union. 

"Let the day be dedicated then to 
solemn, religious and patriotic serv- 
ices, which may adequately express 
our deep sense of the trials and trib- 
ulations of the patriots of the earlier 
days and of the latter days, and es- 
pecially our gratitude to Almighty 
God, who crowned the heroic struggles 
of the founders and preservers of our 
country with victory and peace.” 


To one who has lived long in the 
same community there is the treasury 
of happy memories, stored day by 
day, to which we turn now and then 
when something occurs to call hack 
old times. A West Newton reader of 
this column gives us a delightful 
glimpse of the past in the accompany- 
ing article written for this column. 
She says, “In various items regarding 
the new construction in West New- 
ton, I have failed to notice any refer- 
ence to the earlier useful years of 
the old Court House." Then she pro- 
ceeds with what she calls “a few notes 
of personal recollection." To me they 
are exceedingly interesting and I am 
sure all readers will say the same. 
West Newton residents, especially, 
will recall “the golden age” as they 
read the following: 

"With the removal of the ‘Old 
Court House’ in West Newton Square 
to an adjoining lot. and with the pros- 
pect of its complete removal in the 
near future, a ’West Newton girl of 
some years ago,’ cannot but ’rem- 
inisce.’ 

“The building which has served as 
the Court House for thirty odd years 
has always meant Peirce School to the 
contributor, and that Peirce School 
cannot he recalled without also a rec- 
ollection of the beloved master, Levi 
F. Warren, whose name was given 
the fine new Junior High School build- 
ing which now serves the district. 

"To those living in West Newton in 
the eighties and nineties, the familiar 
figure of Mr. Warren, friend and 
schoolmaster, was always a welcome 
sight. A tall, well-built man with a 
sturdy stride, carrying a big covered 
basket on his arm, as he walked to 
and from his home, or between the 
four schools which were in his charge, 
he always had a smile, a pleasant word 
and a twinkle in his eye. 

"The fifth to ninth grades were in- 
cluded in this old building, and there 
was also the ‘side room,’ which 
served as a storage room for supplies 
and as the consulting room when dis- 
cipline was needed or when discus- 
lsions required privacy. Mr. Warren 
taught some of the classes himself 
and frequently elucidated trouble- 
some points which seemed to become 
clear with his help. Many exploits 
in history were easy incidents to un- 
derstand when the ‘ever roaring 
Cheesecake.’ which flowed lazily be- 
hind the sclioolhouse represented the 
Delaware which General Washington 
crossed, or any other river or bound- 
ary needed to lit an illustration. 

“One cannot forget either the genial 
colored janitor, one Mr. Johnson, who 
called the girls Missy, and who was 
always on t lie porch between the ‘be- 
fore school’ gongs to prevent the pu 
pils from loitering outside, and to 
hasten the late comers with a warn 
ing. No need then for a traffic offi- 
cer, with a narrow Washington street 
and no automobiles. 

"The new Peirce School, likewise 
named as a memorial to the Rev. 
Cyrus Peirce, who was connected with 
the old State Normal School located 
in West Newton, was ready for gram- 
mar school use about the beginning 
of 1898, having been first used to ac- 
commodate pupils attending High 
School grades, while the present Clas- 
sical High building was being erected 
in Newtonville. Mr. Warren passed 
away about this time. 

"Tills is another spot in our city 
which lias ’gone modern,’ which is. 
right and proper, und forty years from 
now, or perhaps in less time, some 
youngster of the present day, muy re- 
call a pleasant past as the writer Is 
now doing in connection with this ob- 
solete school building.” 


Firemen are not infrequently over- 
come by smoke. I wonder if some- 
times it is not impatience. It strikes 
me that it might well be, considering 
tile things they have to put up with ut 
fires. The ancient tale of a house- 
owner carrying a feather-bed out of 
a burning house und tossing a mirror 
to the ground from a second story 
window is nothing, firemen tell me, 
compared with what uctuully happens. 

Persons whose property is afire or 
threatened by spreading flames, do 
ail sorts of weird things, or would if 
permitted. Firemen have to lie pret- 
ty emphatic and not allow their good- 
nature to interfere with business. You 
ean’t blaiue a iuuu for losing his head 


when if looks to him that he is going 
to lose everything else of value. No 
wonder he runs around, shouting and 
seeking to lead the fire-fighting. 

It appears that a fire in a dwelling 
will cause a variety of emotions. Peo- 
ple react differently. % One man i- 
mains calm and placid and another 
goes cuckoo, while still another j 
doesn’t appear to care a hang one 
way or another. The first thought 
many have is that of saving this or j 
that and demanding that firemen as- 
sist, or do the whole thing. There 
are all sorts of odd requests, I am in- 
formed, and articles which would or- 
dinarily appear useless are suddenly 
found to possess remarkable value. 
Firemen don’t understand it and If 
they don’t, who does. 

Well, not so long ago a citizen ar- 
rived at his home to find the firemen 
and apparatus gathered in such num- 
bers as are drawn to a one-alarm 
fire. Gazing at the various pieces of 
apparatus this man turned to firemen 
nnd asked, "Is there a fire here?" 

It was too much for the patient 
fireman. Forgetting himself, he 
snapped, "What do you think these 
are, sightseeing busses?” 


Allusion to desks and cleaning 
them out was made in this column 
recently. I had no idea it would pro- 
voke the following: 

Dear Brother Bentley: 

You know as well as I that nobody 
ever cleans out his desk voluntarily. 
The only time such a thing ever hap- 
pens is when you have a lot of junk 
you want to put away somewhere but 
can’t because the old chest is full of 
rubbish already. I read you regularly 
when I am not giving lectures on the 
eighteen-day diet, but I must say if 
you wanted a real story about desks 
you should have consulted me first. 

My grandfather was a seafaring 
man in the service of her thrice- 
blessed Britannic Majesty, Queen Vic- 
toria. In fact, he helped transport a 
large part of the troops who took part 
in the Crimean campaigns to Sebas- 
topol, which is not an antiseptic but 
an important port on the Black Sea. 
He used to take great pride in telling 
me, as I ran at his knee, when a 
youngster, that among those he had 
shipped in the transport service be- 
tween Liverpool and the Crimea, was 
Captain Nolan, who signalled “lights 
out" for the Light Brigade. Before I 
go any farther, let me explain that 
the reason I ran at his knee was be- 
cause I didn't believe a word of it 
and was mad. 

Occasionally, however. I attempted 
to call his bluff. One day I asked him 
w'hy, if there were cannons to the 
right of them and cannons to the left 
of them, the czar’s cannoneers, who 
were shooting not only at the Light 
Brigade, but directly at each other, 
were not embarrassed by their own 
volleying and thunders. 

“Ah. my boy,” he said, with a pat on 
my woolen stocking hat, “that is be- 
cause you know little of the power of 
the Little White Father." 

And this is where the desk comes 
in. It was a small mid-Victorian piece 
of furniture of solid black walnut, 
with a single row of drawers ar- 
ranged on the side, instead of down { 
the front like most modern desks. The 
top was covered with red felt and 
sloped down at a comfortable writing 
angle, being hinged to allow access 
to the space for writing materials and 
small pigeonholes beneath. 

Grandfather said that on the way 
home from the Crimean War, he mad*- 
a mental resolve that if he ever got 
hack to dear old blighty alive again 
he would go to ’Mericky and get him- 
self a job. So when the lights of Liv- 
erpool showed up on the larboard bow 
a couple of night later, he gave a 
whoop, tossed his bos’n’s cap over- 
hoard and set out for shore in the jol- 
ly boat. Of course none of the ship’s 
officers knew about this, but grandpa 
didn’t care because he was going to 
ship on the Great Eastern the follow- 
ing Thursday. 

It was the Great Eastern’s maiden 
voyage and everything went well for 
a few days, burring a hot paddle bo:, 
or two. but one morning someone i 
woke my grandfather up by cutting 1 
down his hammock, and told him that 
the old ark had lost her rudder. They 
were wallowing in the trough of the 
sea and the passengers were in ter- 
ror. Even tin> captain was about t 
stagger down the stairs and give up 
hope. “We certainly are not getting 
anywhere without that rudder," he 
said. 

So Grandfather Calories slipped 
over the stern in a swing and tied up 
the blasted rudder, which was only 
partly lost after all, using a two-inch 
hemp rope for the purpose and biting 
the half-hitches with his teeth. Back 
on deck, they showered him with ap 
plause. in fact they started showering 
him before he had been hoisted all 
the way up. so much so that he had 
to tell them to cut it out. 

To show their gratitude they gave 
him the desk, and if this gets by yours 
I’ll win a new blotter for mine from 
the wife.

One of the 
mottoes on the 
kitchen calen- 
dar should read, 
"Eat more fish. 
It is good for 
the health and 
‘easy’ on the 
pocket book.” 
Fish seems to be 
one of the most 
u n favored o f 
foods. I believe 
the faulty prac- 
tice of "fish one 
meal a week” has become a habit, 
chiefly because so many house- 
wives know only one or two ways 
of ’preparation. 

Correctly prepared fish is suit- 
able for any meal in the day, for 
any meal in the week. Even a Sun- 
day dinner of fish can be one that 
the family will look forward to 
with pleasure. I am giving today 
a fish menu which is a favorite in 
my own home: 

Stuffed Fillet of Haddock 
Baked Potatoes Buttered Peas 
Green Salad 
Pineapple Sponge 

For the stuffed fillet of haddock 
I buy about a 4-pouud haddock 
and have the market man fillet it 
for me. One slice is placed in a 
shallow roasting pan, sprinkled 
with salt and pepper and lemon 
juice. Cover with a stuffing of: 

2 cups of broad crumbs 
1 cup of canned tomatoes 
1 table spoonful of butter 
a small piece of bay leaf. 

The tomatoes aud bay leaf are 
eookt >t | tu r live tiunuu s. the 

• i i- r< moi > d, and the bread 
crumbs and butter added. The sec- 
ond slice of fish is placed ou top. 
brushed with beaten egg and sprin- 
kled with buttered breud crumbs. 
Bake ut 375 degrees for about 50 
croustards. This recipe served six 
persons. 

Try this menu some Sunday aud 
then compare the cost of this diu- 

l 



ner with one containing the more 
expensive meat item. 

A combination of different fish 
is a good deviation from the ordi- 
nary way of serving fish of one 
variety. 

A famous restaurant in Chicago, 
noted for its cuisine, serves as one 
of its specialties lake trout with 
crabmeat stuffing. A similar com- 
bination may well be followed in 
your own home. Can you think of 
anything more pleasing to the eye 
and to the palate than suow-white 
broiled halibut with a golden yel- 
law sauce dotted with pieces of 
rosy-tinted shrimp? As you know, 
to be really digestible, food must 
be both agreeable to the eye and 
to the taste. 

Another combination that I have 
found very popular for a bridge 
luncheon, or for the main dish for 
Sunday night supper, is: 

Creamed Sen Food 
H pint oysters 
Vj pint scallops 
3 tablespoons butter 
3 tablespoons flour 
H cup milk 
4 cup light cream 
V* cup lobster liquor 
1 teaspoon lemon julca 
1 egg yolk 

U pound lobster meat. 

Parboil oysters and scallops In 
their own liquor, drain. Melt the 
butter, add flour and when well 
blended add milk and cream and 
oyster liquor. Cook over hot water 
until thickened. Add lemon Juice 
and beaten egg yolk. Cook three 
minutes more. Add sea foods and 
serve at once in patty cases or 
croustards. This recipe serves six 
persons.

Songs and calls are more convincing 
than appearance of birds, which is 
frequently deceptive and does not help 
in identification. Even the cawing 
of crows has meaning and summons 
the iiock when danger or unfamiliar 
sights cause alarm. The presence 
ot’ the owl and cat cause great com- 
motion and are announced with 
strident notes. Mr. Babson on horse- 
back in the Sanctuary is heralded by 
these noisy birds. Mr. Smith spoke 
of the value of the swallow which 
feeds on the pests in the trees, so 
deeply embedded that they cannot be 
reached by sprays. He gave much 
interesting information about our 
feathered folk and their ways and 
bespoke for them our protection and 
friendship.

Sister, ” a realistic comedy of family 
life, with pranks, humor, pathos, and 
.selfishness, Is "good entertainment.*’ 
"June Moon," an entertaining comedy, 
true to life, tells of a young man who 
believes himself a song writer and 
goes to New York to prove it. "The 
Millionaire,” a story of a bored mil- 
lionaire who secretly buys a half in- 
terest in a filling station, shows 
George Arliss again giving a sterl- 
ing performance. "Mother’s Millions,” 
a comedy drama, in which a widow 
fights to save her fortune when at- 
tacked by her son, is the highest 
type of entertainment, gripping, fas- 
cinating. and filled with sly, droll 
quips. And. lastly, "Not Exactly a 
Gentleman," splendid entertainment 
for the family, with humorous dia- 
logue, clean comedy, and highly dra- 
matic situations, is the story of three 
fugitives from justice, on their way 
to the land rush in Dakota, who res- 
cue a maiden in distress and help her 
establish her claim. 

For ADULTS AND OLDER ADO- 
LESCENTS. there are mentioned the 
following: “Beyond Victory,” a war 
drama worked out in an unusual and 
interesting way, with dialogue carry- 
ing peace propaganda. There is out- 
standing work providing comedy re- 
lief. "Don’t Bet On Women,” is an 
amusing light comedy portrayal of a 
society Lothario who wagers money 
against a kiss and loses; excellent 
cast and clever dialogue. "Parlor, 
Bedroom and Bath,” a farcical com- 
edy. showing complications when 
matchmakers try to arrange a mar- 
riage; hilarious entertainment for ad- 
mirers of Buster Keaton. “The Spy," 
a timely picture showing situations 
existing in Russia under Soviet rule; 
a convincingly-told tragedy; direction 
excellent in spite of the weak ending. 

For ADULTS AND ADOLES- 
CENTS. there is mentioned one, 
"Charlie Chan Carries On.” a murder 
mystery that holds the interest and 
attention, with Warner Oland play- 
ing the Chinese detective most ex- 
cellently. 

For ADULTS ONLY, there are: 
“East Lynne,” the famous stage play 
of domestic misunderstanding, 
brought to the screen with all Its old 
charm, and not weakened, but en- 
hanced. by a modern treatment. "The 
Southerner," a vehicle built to dis- 
play Lawrence Tibbett’s ability to 
sing "negro spirituals.” As a happy- 
go-lucky tramp, and the black sheep 
of a wealthy Southern family, he 
makes the most of his opportunity, 
his voice being unusually mellow and 
pleasing. "God’s Gift To Women,” 
provides an evening of hilarious fun, 
through the trials of a Frenchman in 
trying to be true to an American girl 
with whom he falls in love, and also 
keep the "doctor’s orders.” "The 
Last Parade” is another gangster pic- 
ture. of interest to those liking this 
type of drama. "Man of the World.” 
provides excellent entertainment for 
ADULT audiences; story of an Amer- 
ican newspaperman living in Paris, 
chiefly by his wits. William Powell’s 
interpretation of the unscrupulous 
blackmailer is superb. “The Right 
of Way,” a "good” story of a brilliant 
lawyer who loses his memory in an 
accident, and falls in love with a 
Canadian girl. He finally remembers 
his former life and the fact he has a 
wife. His death ends complications. 
“Tabu,” a "very good," sweet but 
tragic love story of two native South 
Sea Islanders who are powerless 
against the superstitions of their peo- 
ple; beautiful photography is the high 
spot of this production. And, lastly, 
"Ten Cents a Dance," a "good” story 
of a dance hall girl who refuses a 
wealthy man in love with her, to 
marry a weakling who is given a job 
in the millionaire’s office, where he 
steals money. The millionaire makes 
good the loss and the girl divorces 
her husband and marries him.

Auburndale Review Club 

On Tuesday. April 14, the Auburn- 
dale Review Club met in the home of 
Mrs. Wycliffe J. Spaulding, of 429 
Wolcott street, for the final program 
meeting of the year. Three papers 
on the general subject of "Folk-lore” 
were presented, covering New Eng- 
land. Shakesperian and Southern 
phases of the subject. 

Mrs. Otis Cary recalled many old 
New England superstitious, like the 
ground hog” seeing his shadow on 
February 2 (even Boston newspapers 
mentioning it each winter); the num- 
ber thirteen of which so many are 
afraid; the fear of beginning a new 
piece of work on a Friday; und num- 
erous "sayings,” the most common of 
all being the practise of "rapping on 
wood” to ward off danger. Child Folk- 
lore carried the Club buck to days 
when they as little girls part'd apples, 
by carefully removing the skin In one 
long ribbon, which they twirled 
around their heuds and then buck over 
the shoulder und then eagerly 

looked to see whut initial letter the 
skin formed in fulling on the ground, 
or when they counted the apple seeds 
with u “One 1 love, two 1 love, three 
I love, I suy, etc." 


With old ditties like "Monday’s 
child is fair in the face,” etc., and 
with many other familiar rhymes, 
"time turned backward in its flight/ 
and the Club members were children 
again, which feeling was emphasized 
when Miss Emily Bisseil was asked to 
sing “O Where have you been Billy 
Boy, Billy Boy?” 

In the "Folk-lore of Shakespeare," 
Mrs. Thomas B. Scott found a vast 
field of interesting material: Folk- 
lore of birds and beasts and fishes; of 
flowers, plants and trees; of birth and 
marriage and death; of health and 
disease; of witches and fairies and 
ghosts: all of which she illustrated 
by telling examples from Shake- 
speare's different plays. For example, 
the oldest English writer, who noticed 
that love is blind, was Chaucer, who 
said. “The God of love is blind as a 
stone.” Shakespeare says. “Love 
looks not with the eyes hut with the 
mind, and therefore is winged Cupid 
painted blind.” 

Mrs. Nelson Freeman referred to 
"Indian Folk-lore” as of a serious na- 
ture. the Indian story-teller beginning: 
"This is what the old men told me 
when I was a boy." Mrs. Freeman en- 
tertained the Club with choice stories 
from the Cherokee Indians, of North 
and South Carolina. 

It was also brought out that the 
colored people of the South have a 
folk-lore of their own, thoroughly 
characteristic of their race, rich in hu- 
mor and originality. "Brer Rabbit, as 
an example, triumphs over all de 
odder heasties." Brer Rabbit repre- 
sents the colored man. "de most cun- 
nin* man dot go on four laigs," and 
hy his cunning gains success. 

The supply of Negro folk-lore was 
shown to be almost inexhaustible, con- 
taining two distinct classes of songs, 
religious or "spirituals." and secular 
songs. There Is education in song, for 
"Rhymed knowledge is remembered 
knowledge." 

By request. Mrs. Spaulding, the hos- 
tess. sang two of the old favorite 
"Spirituals": "Swing Low. Sweet 

Chariot,” and "Steal Away to Jesus.” 
which made a beautiful ending to the 
programs of the year’s work of the 
Club.

A Nine Billion Drop. 

Important to Parents. 

A Useful “Don’t.”

The Government sues Bethlehem 
Steel for eleven millions in excessive 
profits on war contracts. Experts tes- 
tify for Bethlehem that it made only 
twenty-one per cent profit against fif- 
ty per cent profit, made by United 
States Steel. 

The gentle farmer will wonder why 
the price of his wheat was held down 
by law to $2.50 per bushel in war. 
while local corporations could gather 
in tens of millions. 

The simple answer is that local 
corporations, well organized, are run 
by a few men that snuggle close to 
the Government. Farming is done by 
millions of scattered men, not well 
organized, that snuggle up to nobody, 
except once in four years to one or 
other political party that soon forgets 
them. 

Careful investigation shows that be- 
cause of unemployment the wages 
earned by American workers in 1930 
were nine thousand million dollars 
below the earnings of 1929. 

Nine billions are a great many dol- 
lars, several times the value of the 
country's wheat and automobile out- 
put combined. 

That drop in wages, which means 
a drop in spending power and con- 
sequently in prosperity, is what ails 
us, and those that advise a cut in 
wages should remember it. Wages 
are already being cut. only too widely 
and energetically, although without 
public announcement as a rule. 

Cut earnings lower, by reductions 
publicly sanctioned, and you will have 
real trouble. 

Another canal connecting the At- 
lantic with the Pacific is needed. The 
United States has bought the right 
and the territory to build the neces- 
sary canal through Nicaragua. 

Those that for their own peculiar 
reasons oppose the new' canal say, "It 
would be dangerous to build an ex- 
pensive canal in a country where 
earthquakes are so frequent." 

If there were anything in that, the 
Panama Canal should not have been 
built. 

Since 1886 there have been sixteen 
earthquakes in Panama, only fourteen 
In Nicaragua. No earthquake has 
damaged the Panama Canal. And the 
new* canal would be located sixty 
4 miles from Managua, centre of Nica- 
ragua's earthquake disturbances. 

The Nicaragua Canal should be 
built. 

It is important for parents to know ' 
that the dreaded poliomyelitis, or in- 
fantile paralysis, attacks children 
mainly through the nose. The germ 
Infects water, and can be taken 
through the nose passages by children 
swimming in unclean water. So says 
* Dr. Weyer of the Willard Parker Lab- 
oratories. 

The germ is probably introduced 
Into the nose most often by the flng- • 
ers. Children should be taught from 
infancy to keep their hands away 
from mouths and noses. ’ Influenza, 
"colds,” a dozen infections start after 
being planted on the mucous mem- 
brane. 

A Chinese proverb forbids you to 
$ouch your nose or mouth, "except 
with your elbow." 

Children and adults should remem- 
ber that. 

Dean Loomis of New York Univer- 
sity offers, among "Don'ts" to par- 
ents, this excellent one: 

"Don't urge your children to go to 
college because you w'ent, or because i 
you didn't, or because the youngster’s 
chums are going, or because it Is the 
avenue to a sorority or fraternity or ! 
to athletic success." 

College life hurts as often as it 
^ielps, and oftener. Better for a young 
man to spend four years at work re- 
alizing his shortcomings than more 
or less at study acquiring an exag- 
gerated idea of his own importance. ! 

King George has a cold, but is get- 
ting better. Great Britain is delight- 
ed because he intends to interest him- 
self more extensively in racing this 
year than hitherto. His royal colors, 
"purple with gold braid and scarlet 
sleeves and black velvet cap with gold | 
fringe," will be seen frequently. 

His trainers recently have taken to I 
using actinic rays, artificial sunshine, | 
on the King’s race horses during the j 
Winter, to offset fogs and darkness. 

One horse so treated w’on the first j 
big race that t^ic King has w’on in j 
several years. 

Gradually, no doubt, the Labor or 
some other government will arrange 
to apply to children in the foggy Lon- 
don slums their share of the actinic | 
rays. 

Two convicts confess that they | 
started a lire that killed 320 prisoners 
in the Ohio Penitentiary a year ago. 
They wanted to keep the warden from 
building a new cell block for fellow 
prisoners because they didn’t want to 
work on it. 

They may be convicted of murder 
in the first degree und in the lan- 
guage of the criminals, they inuy 
“burn" in the electric chair. In prison 
or out, the sufety of many often de- 
pends on tiie moral character of one 
or two.

Appropriate $62,705 To Furnish 

South Side Junior High School 

Licenses Granted For Numerous Business Activities — Hearings on Per- 
mits For Gas and Fuel Oil Tanks 


Apart from the report of the Li- 
cense Committee on the annual grant- 
ing of licenses to the numerous busi- 
ness activities in this city which re- 
quire licenses or permits to operate, 
and the appropriation of $62,705 for 
furnishing the John W. Weeks Junior 
high school there was little of import 
at the regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Tuesday night. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of L. A. An- 
drews for a permit to install two ad- 
ditional tanks and pumps at the gaso- 
line station at 1124 Chestnut street, 
Upper Falls. No one appeared to 
oppose. F. H. Williams of the Purity 
Ice Company told the aldermen that 
his petition for a permit to install 8 
tanks for the storage of fuel oil at 
the ice company building at the rear 
of 1130 Beacon street, Newton High- 
lands is to merely conform with the 
law. Thfese big tanks, which have a 
capacity of 49,000 gallons, were In- 
stalled when the plant was built 15 
years ago. At that time it was not 
necessary to obtain a permit for such 
(auks. Subsequently permits became 
necessary and the ice company, at the 
suggestion of Fire Chief Randlett is 
asking for the permit. 

In answer to a question by Aider- 
man Ball. Mr. Williams stated that 
the fuel oil is used only in the opera- 
tion of the ice plant and that about 
225 gallons are used daily. Frank 
Ciccone of 1120 Beacon street in- 
quired if the ice company intends to 
install additional tanks. Mr. Williams 
replied “No.” 

There was no opposition to the pe- 
tition of John Samuda for a permit 
to conduct a garage repair shop at 1 
Jackson street, Thompsonville and to 
un a gasoline filling station in con- 
nection therewith. 

John Mazzola. representing Antonio 
Mazzola, asked for a permit to build 
a 3-car garage at 230 Adams street, 
Newton. This garage will be used to 
house three trucks used in the Maz- 
zola bakery business. No one op- 
posed the petition. 

Inquiring about the taking of land 
for a drain to carry Dresser Brook 
at Waban from the Boston & Albany 
railroad to Quineboquin road, R. H. 
Silverman asked if assessments will 
be levied on owners of abutting prop- 
erty. City Engineer Morse answered 
in tbe negative. Mr. Silverman then 
asked if tbe properties would be re- 
turned to their former condition and 
he was told “Yes.” 

L. E. Gilpin of 829 Chestnut street, 
Waban. objected to the plans of the 
proposed drain which will change the 
present course of the brook and carry 
the drain at a tangent through his 
property. City Engineer Morse ex- 
plained that this proposed change will 
not injure Mr. Gilpin’s property as 
it will carry the drain along the lot 
lines and will not interfere with the 


erection of a building thereon. It will 
even improve his property by drain- 
ing an adjoining swampy area. 

Edwin Townley of Harding street, 
West Newton, urged the construction 
of a drain between that street and 
Walthnm street. The present water 
course there overflows after each 
heavy storm and has flooded his cel- 
lar several times. It is also a breed- 
ing place for mosquitoes. A letter of 
protest against this improvement was 
received from James Griflin of Oak- 
ville, Connecticut, who owns property 
on Harding street. 

The City Clerk announced that the 
petition for changing the name of 
the lower end of Woodchester Drive, 
Chestnut Hill to Algonquin road had 
been withdrawn. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
favorably on practically all of the 
applications for renewals of licenses. 
Included in the number were 21 for 
pool tables and bowling alleys, two 
for dealers In second-hand articles, 
15 for employment offices, 16 for junk 
collectors, 46 common victuallers, 14 
lodging houses, 14 third-class liquor 
licenses. 42 express and truck li- 
censes, 50 taxi permits. New licenses 
were granted to Waldorf System, 148 
California street; Joseph Menelly, 15 
Commonwealth avenue; Perclval 
Steadman, 552 Commonwealth ave- 
nue. common victuallers: Mrs. Joseph 
Butler. 29 Highland avenue; Alice 
Cushman. 90 Highland avenue: Annie 
Grant, 28 Austin street, lodging 
houses; George A. Edmunds, 294 Wal- 
nut street, third-class liquor license. 

The application of George Levsnev- 
sny to sell second-hand articles at 62 
Ash street. Auburndale, was held up 
because this location is in a residence 
zone. A license to run a lodging 
house at 3 Vernon street. Newton, was 
refused Helena Hardy because this 
location is in a private residence 
zone. Applications for new taxi li- 
censes from James Ewing, Thomas 
Carney and James F. O’Brien were 
held iiT committee. The pool room 
license of Benny Romano at 212 Ad- 
ants street, and the common victual- 
ler license of Antonio Ciolfl at 214 
Adams street were granted on the 
condition that these two places close 
at 11 each night. 

The application of Joseph Saia for 
a common victualler license at 140-A 
Adams street was denied and the ap- 
plication of the Checker Taxi Com- 
pany for 2 Hrat-class taxi licenses at 
106 Harvard street, which is in a resi- 
dence zone, was held up. On the rec- 
ommendation of the License Commit- 
tee the Board refused to renew the 
taxi licenses of the Garden City Taxi 
Company at 233 Washington street, 
Newton. 

Two members of the Licenses Com- 
mittee voted against renewing the li- 
cense of the Norumbega Park Com- 
pany to conduct an amusement park

Visitors Invited To Inspect Flant Altered At Cost of About 
Fifty Thousand Dollars 


at Auburndale, but the Board sus- 
tained the majority of the committee 
and voted to renew this license. The 
members voting in the negative were 
Aldermen Holden and Temperley. 
Alderman Holden explained that his 
attitude was caused by the enlarging 
of the dance pavilion at the park 
and he commented that the people of 
Auburndale had rights which ought 
to be considered. Alderman Tem- 
perley stated that his views coincided 
with those of Alderman Holden. Al- 
derman Hawkins, chairman of the 
committee stated that no complaints 
against the dance hall have been re- 
ceived, but that complaints had been 
made about automobiles owned by 
persons patronizing the dance hall 
having been parked on side streets 
near the park, and about empty liquor 
bottles having been thrown on lawns. 

These two complaints had received 
tbe attention of the police. 

Hearings were set at the next meet- 
ing of the Board on May 4th, on the 
petition of Angelina Nelson for a 3-car 
garage at 43 Gay street: Mary Baker 
for a 500-gallon gasoline tank at the 
rear of the house 67-69 Crafts street: 
Security Mills for a permit to lay 
a pipe under Newtonville avenue. 
Tlie purpose of this pipe is to convey 
fuel oil from the B. & A. freight 
yard under Newtonville avenue and 
Munroe street to the plant of the 
company. 

The following appropriations were 
made by the Aldermen: drains and 
sewers, Dwhinda road, $6096; Nesh- 
obe road, $4584; Varick road. $2865: 
Arapahoe road. $2513; Homestead 
street, $704. The appropriation for 
tbe drain on Arapahoe road was to 
be held up until Alderman Gordon 
protested against this action on the 
ground that a number of new houses 
have been erected on this street and 
tills improvement is badly needed. Al- 
derman Smith called attention to the 
number of streets in Ward 5 on which 
and in which improvements such as 
drains and sewers are being made. 
He argued that ward 4 is also entitled 
to consideration. Alderman Bail re- 
ported that the Aldermen in the past 
have not considered Ward lines but 
the city as a whole. 

Other appropriations made were — 
wire fence around Boyd Park. $3000;

T otal Resources Over $29,000,000 


Tuesday morning the rebuilt serv- 
ice building of the Water Department 
at Watertown and Edinboro streets, 
Newtonville was formally turned over 
to Water Commissioner Ellis by May- 
or Weeks. The alterations and addi- 
tions on the building, together with 
the equipment placed in it have cost 
about $50,000 and provide Commis- 
sioner Ellis with the facilities he has 
desired to modernize Newton’s Water 
Department. In the basement of the 
old building a machine shop is lo- 
cated and an oil-burning heating 
plant installed. The basement also 
contains a modern hydraulic labora- 
tory which will be used to test the 
larger meters and other equipment. 

The first floor of the building has 
been altered and modernized to pro- 
vide an office for the foremen of the 
department, a stock-room for meters, 
meter parts and smaller fittings and 
a large room for meter testing and 
repairing. The latest devices for 
testing and repairing meters have 
been installed and are expected to 
guarantee accurate meters to water 
users in the city, as well as save 
considerable money in repair work 
costa. Charles dudsson <>f Faxon St.. 
Xonantum. has been placed in charge 
of the testing and repair room. Citi- 
zens of Newton are invited to visit 
the plant and see what measures are 
being taken to assure the accuracy of 
water meters in use in this city. Em- 
ployees at the plant, under the direc- 
tion of Foreman Jeremiah Herlihy 
will be pleased to give information 
to visitors. 

William Hannon, the veteran clerk 
at the Water Department, is prepar- 
ing a card-index system which will 
provide concise information of all 
meters in use in the city. Commis- 
sioner Ellis plans to have every water 
meter in the New’tons tested within 
the next five years. There are hun- 
dreds of old meters which have not 
been registering and these are being 
repaired as rapidly as possible. 

Citizens who will visit the plant 
will have explained to them the me- 
chanism of water-meters, if they so 
desire. Water is measured in a meter 
by a vulcanized rubber disc which 
oscillates with the flow of the water 
passing through and works a series 
of cog-wheels which operate the hands 
on the face of the meter. The gyra- 
tions of this disc are determined by 
the volume of water passing through 
and are not varied by the amount of 
pressure. Commissioner Ellis ex- 
plained that while a considerable 
number of meters may measure less 
water than is actually used, compar- 
atively few meters register too much. 
The accumulation of sediment in the 
disc chamber in a meter will cause 
it to stick and register too little. Less 
frequently a coating of vegetable mat- 
ter on the disc itself will cause a 
diminution in the amount of water 
which passes through the dies. But. 
so small a coating can gather on a 


disc without stopping it, that the In- 
accuracy of a meter from this cause 
will not be more than 2%. 

The new one-story addition at the 
Water Department Building contains 
a stock room for the larger fittings 
and a garage for nine trucks.

A number of prominent men have 
come forward to support the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on State 
Administration for a special commis- 
sion to study the question of unem- 
ployment and provide means for a 
stabilization of employment in Massa- 
chusetts. The recommendation of an 
appropriation of $70,000 for the pro- 
posed commission's first year does not 
seem to have met with favor by the 
Ways and Means Committee and may 
be reduced if the bill is reported fa- 
vorably by Ways and Means. 


a record session for length. 

One of the bills to have become law 
through the signature of Governor ElJ 
is that permitting the playing of golf 
on Sundays. No doubt many had un- 
derstood that golf was one of the 
games that was not to be stopped by 
the police on the Lord’s Day. How- 
ever. there seems to have been doubt 
about it and the Legislature this year 
thought it just as well to have things 
made clear on this point. The Sunday 
sports law, which is operative in cities 
and towns which have accepted it on 
referendum (Newton is one), provides 
for the playing of competitive sports. 
Some figured that golf is not a com- 
petitive sport and others that it is. As 
long as there was a difference of opin- 
ion it was thought better that it 
should be settled by some enacted 
measure. Then, too, there was the 
question of miniature golf which is an 
amusement and comes under the Sun 
day amusement law. lu order to 
straighten the matter out an act has 
gone through with the Governor’s ap- 
proval. which provides that golf, other 
than miniature golf, is legal on Sun- 
days. 

The Governor this week signed a 
bill requiring that State departments, 
in the purchase of supplies, etc., give 
preference to goods manufactured and 
sold within the commonwealth. The 
bill, as finally passed, permits the 
exercise of discretion on the part of 
State department heads for it speci- 
fies that “other considerations being 
equal” this plan shall be pursued. 

The result of the long investigation 
made last Fall by a special commis- 
sion created to study the boxing and 
wrestling conditions in this State has 
been a bill reported by the Commit- 
tee on Public Safety for 15-round 
bouts. The committee declined to fol- 
low the special commission’s recom- 
mendation and abolish the State Box- 
ing Commission altogether. The out- 
come is looked upon as u victory for 
the State Boxing Commission, which 
is made up of the Commissioner of 
Public Safety and two members ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The special 
commission, in its findings, harshly 
criticised the State Boxing Commis- 
sion and favored its abolition. How- 
ever, the Committee on Public Safety 
has decided, with one member dis- 
senting that the existing law is satis- 
factory, barring several amendments 
which it submits. The committee 
comes out flatly against boxing in 
boys’ dubB.

The age-old question of why educa- 
tional. charitable and religious organi- 
zations should be exempted from taxa- 
tion came tip this week Indirectly but 
nothing was done. There was no at- 
tempt to make these Institutions pay 
taxes but there was a bill which called 
the matter forcibly to mind. It pro- 
vided that any town whose valuation 
is less than $4,000,00(1 may tax such 
institutions in case their property is 
used less than six months in a single 
year. Those who favored the bill tie- 
cleared that Boy Scouts camps and 
similar institutions have purchased 
land in small towns and that all the 
property is not used. Therefore, they 
contended, the town loses money from 
taxes and thereby suffers an appre- 
ciable loss. There was an attempt to 
put the bill through the Senate but it 
was not successful. 

In disposing of a considerable 
amount of business the Legislature 
has rejected a large number of mat- 
ters. Among them are the following: 
Petition of Walter Alden Whalin and 
others for the appointment of a spe- 
cial commission to study the unifica- 
tion of passenger and freight trans- 
portation and the electrification of 
railroad lines in Boston and vicinity; 
petition of E. Mark Sullivan and oth- 
ers for the incorporation of Boston 
Terminals. Inc., with authority to pro- 
vide for the control and unified opera- 
tion of terminal and transportation 
properties and facilities in Boston 
and vicinity: petition of the Feder- 
ated Rabbit Clubs of New England 
that the application of the law rela- 
tive to the payment of damages 
caused by dogs be extended to in- 
clude damages to rabbits kept in cap- 
tivity; petition of Mayor Curley of 
Boston for legislation relating to the 
distribution of fines received by the 
courts in Boston for violations of the 
laws relating to motor vehicles: peti- 
tion of John J. Whalen and Joseph H. 
Downey for the distribution to cities 
and towns of a percentage of the rev- 
enue collected from the taxation of 
the sales of gasoline used for motor 
vehicles: petition of Fred J. Mo-Guin- 
ness that a part of the revenue col- 
lected by the State from the gasoline 
tax be distributed to cities and towns; 
petition of Roland D. Sawyer that the 
reconstructed Boston and Worcester 
turnpike be suitably marked as a me- 
morial to the valor and heroism of 
Massachusetts soldiers and sailors in 
the World War and petition of Sena- 
tor Frank Hurley that the appoint- 
ment of applicants for public office be 
permitted regardless of the age of the 
applicant. 

Senator Hollis must have found sat- 
isfaction in the Governor’s veto of 
the bill to tnuke it lawful to halt mi- 
gratory birds with grain on Massa- 
chusetts waters or shores. The Gov- 
ernor called attention to the fact that 
only last year the Generul Court 
passed a luw prohibiting the baiting 
of birds in this manner. He said that 
to repeal the 1930 act would lead to 
the slaughter of birds “which it should 
be our effort to protect.” Senator Hoi- 
Us fought ugulnst the bill, using prac- 
tically the same arguments as were 
advanced by the Governor in his veto 
message. 

Both brunches have rejected the 
bill for th** appointment and tenure of 
office of city clerks in cities operating 
und‘*r Plan B of the standard forms 
of city charters. 

The bills for the abolition of cupitul 
punishment have been rejected. There 
is, however, u resolve for a commis- 
sion to study the udvlaubility of such 
abolishment. This resolve is before 
Senate Wuys and Meuns.

Shorter Days and Weeks. 
Capone for President? 

Fear, Rage, Diminish Fat. 

More Airplanes. 

William Green, head of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, says the working week 
should be reduced to five days, thus 
ending unemployment. 

There is no doubt that machinery 
produces faster than consumers can 
use its products, under our social sys- 
tem. There is no doubt that in ordinary 
times machinery, with men working 
six days, produces too much, making 
men idle. And there is no doubt that 
men have got to live; no nation could 
exist half starved and half fed. 

If all the human beings on earth 
"from Peking to Paris and from Paris 
to Rome” had all they need, food, 
clothes, automobiles, radios, washing 
machines, there would be no overpro- 
duction, in Tact not nearly enough. 
But, while consumption slowly in- 
creases, some plan must be found to 
keep workers fed and contented in this 
nation which has "too much of every- 
thing,” except, perhaps, intelligence. 

The shorter day, shorter week, and 
perhaps, as Mr. Ford suggests, a 
shorter, year of ten working months, 
in many lines, will be necessary. Cer- 
tainly, humau beings would be none 
the worse for a little leisure to study 
the earth on which they live. 

And business which has survived the 
eight-hour day, although some said It 
could uot be done, could also survive 
the five-day week. 

The New York fish dealers pay one 
set of racketeers for protection from 
thieves and various gangsters and say 
they like the system. They pay for 
racketeer protection and they get it 
They are better off than they were be- 
fore only paying taxes for Government 
protection. 

This opens many possibilities, even 
a “Capone for President” possibility. 
We might have our modern racketeer 

condottiere. as Venice hud her Colleoni. 
Instead of public officials that accept 
places on the racketeers’ and boot- 
leggers’ payrolls, why not hire the 
racketeers direct, and do the best we 
can under our new kind of civilization? 

Rage and fear eat up fat. Yale scien- 
tists prove it by experiments on ani- 
mals. Fat ladles of the future, wishing 
to reduce, may be locked up in cages 
and filled with fury, by cruel allusions 
to their ‘shape, or terrified by roaring 
lions, or mice, coming through the Iron 
bars. Drs. Himwich and Fulton, of 
Yale, say that when we are frightened 
or angry, our blood takes up fat from 
the body. A small cat was put in a cage 
with a big dog in a cage, adjoining. 
The dog barked, growled, raged in- 
furiated when he found he could not 
reach the cat. The cat became more 
and more terrified as the dog’s fury in- 
creased. Both lost weight rapidly. 

This sbientiflc discovery may ex- 
plain the great number of thin married 
women, alternately frightened and en- 
raged by their husbands’ foolishness, 
also the number of thin spinsters, 
afraid that weakening will power 
might lead to marriage. 

R. M. Jones, of Tulsa, Okla., hears 
about a British anti-aircraft gun that 
“throws a shell five and a half miles, 
’vertical range* Into the air.” Mr. 
Jones adds: "Few planes fly higher,” 
and he thinks battleships can defy 
airplanes. 

But. suppose the gun doesn’t hit the 
plane. It is hard to shoot accurately 
up into the air. and easy, as practice 
has proved, to drop a bomb accurately. 

It is harder to hit a small airplane, 
going 150 miles an hour, than to hit a 
big battleship, going twenty-live miles 
an hour. An airplane that can drop 
enough TNT to sink a battleship costs 
$75,000. A big battleship costs $50,- 
000,000. 

If anti-aircraft guns bring down a 
bombing plane, that means three men 
killed. If a TNT shell explodes on the 
deck of a battleship, or in water near 
it, and sinks the ship, it may kill a 
thousand. 

If we must have battleships, to pro- 
vide broad decks for old naval officers, 
and profits for builders, well and good. 
But, in addition to furnishing targets 
for airplanes, we ought to have air- 
planes of our own, to attend to enemy 
ships. We weed airplanes. 

Captain Rickenbacker. our best fight- 
ing flyer, will tell Mr. Jones that when 
ho was fighting in Germany, bringing 
down more than two dozen German 
planes, he paid no attention to anti- 
aircraft guns. 

General Mitchell, head of our air 
forceB in France, will tell Mr. Jones 
that, with half a dozen planes, he cau 
sink any battleship afloat. Those in- 
terested take good care not to let him 
prove it.

Every- 
thing comes out of Paris, the worst 
and the best; she produces more gen- 
iuses and idiots than any country in 
the world. Just at present. Ultra Mod- 
ernism, Sur-realism. Classicism, Ro- 
manticism, and the rest Is at low ebb. 
There are no sales in France, so the 
paintings are dumped on America. The 
newspapers laud the cult to the skies, 
and the snobs pay big prices because 
they think this art is the fashion.” 

In order that those who live far 
from art centers may have an oppor- 
tunity to enjoy good examples of art, 
this Division of the General Federa-

(~)NE THING AND ANOTHER 

By L. D. O. BENTLEY ^ 


If you arc a barber whop patron or 
happen to know anything about them 
— about barber shops, I mean — I wish 
you would draw up a ebair. There 1h 
something I want to talk about. Do 
you recall the long racks of decorated 
Hhaving mugs we used to see? Row 
upon row of privately-owned mugs and 
brushek. These were for regular pa 
trons and revealed to the envious poor 
that you were too proud to be lath- 
ered out of a common mug. Of course 
you used your own, or had the barber 
use it for you, and that put you among 
the select. It also made you feel you 
were protected. I must say I don’1 
know from what this protection was 
secured, but it must have been some 
thing to make you spend money for a 
cup and brush and a hunk of soap ev- 
ery now and then. 

Well, the good old days of the pri 
vate shaving mug seem to have passed 
Now, hold on, I may not go to the 
right shop to find them. Maybe there’s 
a number of them left, but as far as 
have been able to learn they are dis- 
appearing fast or have disappeared al- 
together. You know, I miss them 
Owned one myself. It was a wonder- 
ful thing — all polished and shiny pink 
and gold. I won it on a bet with the 
boss barber over an election. Don’ 
seem to remember which President it 
was, but have an idea it was Roose- 
velt. The other cups interested me 
us much as my own. If you recall the 
fireman customer had cups with a pic- 
ture of a steam fire engine. Another 
customer, with some high office in a 
fraternal body, had the insignia of the 
order painted on the side. There were 
a lot of these appropriate pictures and 
they all meant something. The station 
agent had one with the picture of a 
railroad locomotive. 

But now the scene has changed. On 
these same shelves we see rows of hot 
ties, jars, boxes, etc. Shampoo, hair 
restorer, dandruff cure, hair oil, hair 
tonic, sticks, tubes, powders and cakes 
of shaving soap, massage cream and 
other toilet articles. They’re all right 
and good salesmanship, but I much 
prefer to gaze upon the gay old shav- 
ing mugs. What has brought us to 
accept the use of a common shaving 
cup? The knowledge that the barber 
is giving us ample protection from 
germs and that because of the con- 
stant use of antiseptics we are not in 
danger? I think it must be that, 
am willing to acknowledge that the old 
private mugs were sort of foolish, but 
I miss them just the same. 

The other day I asked the barber, 
What’s become of the custom of hav 
ing private shaving mugs for regular 
customers?” 

”0, that wore out,” he replied. 

I am wondering whether he meant 
the custom, the mug or the brush, 
Next time I drop in I’ll ask him. 

When somebody does a worth while 
stunt and is too modest to allow pub- 
lic attention to be called, then is the 
time I can’t keep still. For that very 
reason I am going to run the risk of 
being called a tattle-tale and just blab 
all I know about Fay Roope in the 
Players’ show last week. Talk about 
mental gymnastics, here’s something 
that will make you sit up and take no- 
tice. If you find it easy to commit 
things to memory you’ll agree that 
Fay belongs in the front row and if 
you find it awful hard to learn lines, 
as the actors call it, you'll say he’s a 
wonder and then some. 

The Players’ didn’t know until the 
day before their first performance of 
"Holiday” that one of their very best 
actors could not possibly appear the 
next night. It was one of those cir- 
cumstances that could not be antici- 
pated. Nevertheless, it left a vacancy, 
unless you were willing to have some 
body walk on and read the part, which 
is hardly satisfactory. And yet, you 
say, who would dare ask a man to 
learn a good-sized part overnight? I’ll 
answer that one. The Players would, 
for they want their performances as 
near perfection as amateur perform- 
ers can make them. All they require 
is the name of the man. 

Well, Fay Roope was pulled out of 
bed early Sunday morning and a book 
shoved in his hand. He had never 
seen the play. I don’t know if he has 
found out the plot of it yet. All he 
was expected to do was to learn about 
35 speeches, including one long one 
that must have covered nearly two 
pages. They gave him just one re- 
hearsal, told him the positions and 
stage business and said "Good luck 
and don’t fail us” and left him alone. 

Don’t ask me how 1 did it,” said 
Fay in reply to my questioning. 

"Sat up all night, I’ll bet,” said I in 
my wise way. 

But Fay was so blamed bashful he 
wouldn’t talk about it. All he was anx- 
ious to know was if I thought he got 
away with it. I’ll say he did. Mark 
you, people, with the exception of one 
sentence in that two-page speech he 
was line perfect. I’ll leave it to those 
who saw the performance to tell you 
how well he acted. Bear in mind, he 
had not only his own speeches to 
learn but the line cues, exit and en- 
trance cues, etc. 

A lot of folks would have capitalized 
the situation for their own glorifica- 
tion but Fay wouldn’t hear of it. He 
wouldn't let them announce from the 
stage that he was "pinch-hitting” and 
he put his foot down when they warn- 
ed to print an insert to be folded in 
their regulur program. "I’m tickled to 
death to bo of any help; let it go at 
that,” said Fay. 


No doubt you have heard consider- 
able about the system of old-age as- 
sistance which is to become operative 
in Massachusetts beginning, July 1. I 
am sure you will hear more, so for 
thut reason it may be just as well if 
through this column you should learn 
some of the interesting things connect- 
ed with this plun. 

Mr. Francis Bardwell, superintend- 
ent of old ago assistance in the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Wel- 
fare, recently addressed the National 
Conference of Old Age Security held 
in New York. He tells thut it wus 
revelation to the gathering to learn 
that there hue always been outdoor re- 
lief in Massachusetts and thut muuy 
aged persons who will come uuder the 
benefits of this luw an* at present sup- 
ported in homes of their own choice by 
public funds uud in some instances by 


public funds supplemented by dona- 
tions from private charities. That 
may he something you had not learned 
or at least comprehended in all its 
details. 

As Mr. Bardwell points out, a foun- 
dation has already been laid and the 
problem of outdoor relief is not a new 
one. Moreover, Massachusetts is 
equipped with local investigators to 
whom the ordinary problems which 
arise in the care of old people are 
known. This permits investigators, be- 
cause of their experience, to train the 
new forces needed to carry on effi- 
ciently. 

Regarding those eligible to old age 
assistance, the law states, Mr. Bard- 
well shows us, that deserving citizens i 
only are to receive its benefits and 
those who desert or fail to support 
their families, confirmed users of alco- 
holic beverages and drugs and law- 
breakers in general cannot expect as- 
sistance. 

Another point made by Mr. Bard- 
well is worthy of note. He says "As 
far as possible and when applicants 
can be trusted with funds, aid should 
be rendered by cash or check sent di- 
rectly to aged person. There should 
be no lines of waiting.” 

It is not the purpose of the law, de- 
clares the superintendent of old age 
assistance, to "impoverish the aged 
person nor, on the other hand, to en- 
able him to carry property at public 
expense.” 

Local administration of the new law 
is to be provided for and Newton, like 
other cities and towns, must estab- 
lish in its Board of Public Welfare a 
division to be known as the Bureau 
of Old Age Assistance. 

From the above you will observe 
that Massachusetts is ready for this 
new policy, which really isn’t new 
after all but because it has been given 
wide attention we have set to wonder- 
ing what it is all about. 


While we are on the subject of laws, 
not that I want the column to get so 
dry that there will be danger of a 
brush fire, but — laws are all about us 
and we must observe them. The most 
interesting thing about law-making I 
have learned comes to me through the 
thoughtfulness of Representative Clar- 
ence S. Luitwieler. He has had the 
patience to go over the laws enacted 
by last year’s Legislature and upon an- 
alysis has found that of the 426 acts 
passed by the 1930 General Court only 
32 affect all the people of the State. 

You might argue that indirectly all 
the people were affected by all laws 
enacted. I’ll agree they have to pay 
the expenses of the General Court 
which makes them unwilling partners, 
but you’ve got to place the responsi- 
bility on those who aren’t satisfied 
unless there are changes made from 
year to year in existing laws. Coin- 
cident with a change of party rule we 
have had the second largest deluge 
of bills and petitions on record in 
Massachusetts. I do not say that eith- 
er party is to be blamed for this con- 
tinual tinkering with the statutes. I 
do think both should be held account- 
able for failing to keep out needless 
measures. 

One of the worst features about the 
filing of bills is that it is often done 
for no purpose other than that of pub- 
licity. A Senator or Representative 
who knows he will receive plenty of 
newspaper space if he hits a popular 
subject, files a bill which has not the 
slightest chance of passage. Nobody 
knows it better than the legislator who 
gets his name and picture in the daily 
paper. 

It is interesting to study the list 
Representative Luitwieler has made. 
You’d think that out of 426 laws here 
would be more than 32 affecting all the 
people. Well, that doesn’t include 69 
resolves, which fact further proves 
that trifling matters are never too tri- 
vial to be seriously ccusidered by the 
Massachusetts General Court. You ask, 
What are you going to do about it?” 
The answer to that is, "The dear peo- 
ple might as well take it on the chin — 
they can’t help themselves.”

There, there, don't scold about the 
influence of the radio on music in gen- 
eral until you read what a survey con- 
ducted for the Federal Office of Educa- 
tion has revealed. During the past 
decade, says the report, the place of 
music in the public schools of United 
States has been greatly strengthened. 
More than 21 per cent of the high 
school pupils are studying vocal music. 
Instead of decreasing, individual inter- 
est in music is increasing since the 
advent of the radio. Furthermore, 
there is a marked trend in the direc- 
tion of socializing the study of music 
in the elementary schools and making 
it increasingly a factor in the whole 
life of the school. 

One of the best things I find from 
looking over the report is that instead 
of forcing a child to learn music, more 
attention nowadays is paid to differen- 
tiating music study to meet the indi- 
idual needs of pupils of varying in- 
terests and talents. No longer is mu- 
sic "studied” from books on its chrou- 
-logical history, biographies of com- 
posers and treatises and articles. Now 
it is, “What does music say?” and the 
child's question Is answered by the 
music itself. 

Although not a radio rooter but 
rather a tune-in-now-and-then fellow, 
_ feel It should be said that the survey 
finds that "the advent of the radio has 
brought about a splendid flowering of 
the whole subject of music apprecia- 
tion.” Choral work lias been stimu- 
lated. High school orchestras and 
bands have made the most distinctive 
development of the past 10 years and 
the practice of giving operettas has 
grown tremendously with recent years. 

Well, there you have a brief sum- 
mary of us interesting a document as 
has come out of official Washington 
for some time if you ask me.

tion has assembled forty exhibitions, 
and these are in constant circulation 
to all parts of the country, and are 
exhibited in schools, clubs and col- 
leges. The exhibitions include slides 
of art of the various periods, and the 
division also owns a fine collection of 
original etchings by American artists. 
There are five lectures, with slides, 
on art in home and garden; two ex- 
hibits of pottery, and an exhibit of 
original wood blocks; and several lec- 
tures, with slides, on the various 
branches of American painting. That 
these exhibits are extremely popular 
is attested by the fact that during the 
past year 400 Women’s Clubs in 48 
states have availed themselves of this 
service. 

Of the several prize contests offered 
by the Art Division, the most unusual 
is the Penny Art Fund plan in which 
Clubwomen are asked to contribute 
one penny a year. The money thus 
collected is used to purchase a paint- 
ing, awarded to the state doing the 
best work in raising the standard of 
beauty in the community.

If Massachusetts men will replace* 
pessimism with optimism and make 
boosters of themselves, our state will 
have no cause to worry about loss of 
Bay State industries, according to 
Leon M. Lamb, Executive Secretary 
of the Massachusetts Industrial Com- 
mission. who was the principal 
speaker yesterday at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Newton Kiwanis Club. 

The Kiwanis session was one of the 
most Interesting, and active in 
months. There was a large attend- 
ance and numerous guests present, in- 
cluding M. Joseph McCartin of North- 
ampton. District Secretary, who in- 
troduced the principal speaker of the 
day. Mr. Lamb cited the efforts 
which other states are making to at- 
tract new industries and declared that 
the market for goods, transportation 
facilities, educational opportunities, 
ffnances, low, factory rentals and 
recreational facilities, which are the 
factors ordinarily inducing manufac- 
turers to relocate their men and ma- 
chines, are in most instances bet- 
ter than those of any other section of 
the country and in every other in- 
stance just as good.
